NEW DELHI: A day after a mas- 
sive fire killed 27 people at a 
four-storey building in West 
Delhi's Mundka, charred 
remains of two-three others 
were recovered on Saturday, 
with many of the dead yet to be 
identified amid a hectic investi- 
gation that focused on serious 
violations of building and fire 
rules, officials said. 

The Delhi Police said 19 peo- 
ple were reported missing till 
Saturday evening, with the iden- 
tification process of many bodies 
still underway. The fire, which 
broke out at the illegal building 
near the Mundka Metro station 
on Friday evening, was likely 
caused by a short-circuit on the 
first floor, the police said. 

On Saturday, as a team car- 
ried out search operations on the 
second floor of the building, they 
found charred human remains 
that, according to officials, could 
be of two-three more people 
killed in the blaze. 

The North Municipal Corpo- 
ration of Delhi said a prelimi- 
nary investigation found that the 
commercial building was oper- 
ating without a factory licence, 
sanctioned building plan and 
basic safety measures. A Delhi 
Fire Services (DFS) official said 
the building did not have fire- 
fighting arrangements and it 
never applied for a fire clearance 
inspection. “The building only 
had one entry-exit door. The 
occupants of the building were 
trapped because the fire started 
from the first floor and engulfed 
the staircase that was the only 
exit route. The charred remains 
of two-three bodies were found

Loved ones struggle to 
identify charred bodies 


NEW DELHI: A bangle, bracelet, 
or nail paint: family members of 
the victims who died in the blaze 
at a commercial building in 
Mundka had few markers in 
mind as they attempted to iden- 
tify their loved ones at the mor- 
tuary of the Sanjay Gandhi 
Memorial Hospital on Saturday. 

Some relatives, unable to 
stomach the state that the 
corpses were in, called in other 
members of the family or friends 
to make sure they claimed the 


“right body or remains”. 

Police said of the 27 bodies, 
only eight have been identified 
so far. Deputy commissioner of 
police (outer district) Sameer 
Sharma said that they are trying 
to ascertain whether the 19 miss- 
ing are people whose dead bod- 
ies are yet to be identified. 

Deepa Verma, director, Foren- 
sic Science Laboratory, Rohini, 
said two forensic teams are 
working to lift samples to help 
with the identification. >P2

BHOPAL: Three police personnel 
were killed after a group of 
poachers opened fire at them in 
Madhya Pradesh’s Guna district 
early on Saturday, police officers 
said, adding that two of the 
seven accused poachers were 
killed in separate gunfights. 
Police said the shoot-out took 
place in the Shahrok forest near 
Aron in Saga Barkheda village in 
the district at around 3am.

along with “unknown public ser- 
vants” and “unknown private 
persons” in two cases registered 
on Friday evening. Raids were 
also carried out at their prem- 
ises. It is alleged the accused ran 
a nationwide network to induce 
public to bet on cricket matches. 

“Reliable information has 
been received about a network of 
individuals involved in cricket 
betting influencing the outcome 
of Indian Premier League 
matches based on inputs 
received from Pakistan,” the fed- 
eral agency said in one of the 


first information reports. “In the 
garb of betting related to IPL 
matches, they are cheating the 
general public by inducing them 
to bet.” 

“For this purpose, they have 
opened bank accounts (mule 
accounts) using fake identities 
and Know Your Customer docu- 
ments in connivance with the 
unknown bank officials,” it said. 
“These bank accounts have been 
opened by submitting forged 
details such as multiple dates of 
birth and without due diligence 
done by the bank officials.” 


A part of the money received 
from the public in India for bet- 
ting was being shared by their 
associates based in foreign coun- 
tries using hawala transactions, 
the agency further said. Hawala 
is an informal financial transac- 
tion system used primarily to 
launder unaccounted for funds. 

The agency, however, didn’t 
specify how the accused were 
influencing the matches, or 
whether they were in touch with 
any players or team officials. 

Investigators are looking into

VARANASI: A court-mandated 
survey and filming at Gyanvapi 
mosque in Varanasi, located 
next to the Kashi Vishwanath 
temple, resumed on Saturday 
morning and lasted till noon 
amid tight security and restric- 
tions near the complex.

as domestic prices rise

NEW DELHI: India has clamped a 
ban on wheat exports, changing 
its policy of freely sending ship- 
ments around the world to plug 
a global food shortage sparked 
by the Ukraine war. The move 
comes on the back of a shrunken 
harvest after a prolonged heat- 
wave in March, anda sharp rise 
in domestic food prices, espe- 
cially of cereals. 

India’s ban is likely to further 
drive up global food prices, 
which have risen to record levels 
due to a void in wheat supplies 
following the Black Sea conflict. 

On Friday night, the director- 
ate general of foreign trade mod- 
ified the country’s wheat export 
policy through a notification,

A month-long heatwave from 
mid-March shrivelled the winter 
staple, forcing the government to 
cut production estimates by at 
least 5.7% to 105 million tonne.

NEW DELHI: Shazia Parveen 
dressed in her best outfit and put 
herself through a meticulous 
makeup routine on Friday. She 
had to attend a “special motiva- 
tional programme” at her office in 
west Delhi’s Mundka. 

The event started around 4pm 
and the talk was only midway 
through when Parveen, who 
worked at an electronics goods 
manufacturing firm, heard her 
colleagues from the other end of 
the room screaming. 

“We were being told how we 
can contribute to building the 
future of the company and how 
this will not only help the firm, but 
will also aid our own growth. 
Barely 30 minutes into the speech, 
everyone started yelling that the 
building was on fire,” the 36-year- 
old said. 

Parveen said she was among 
200- 250 people on the second 





floor of the building that caught 
fire on Friday, killing at least 27 
people and injuring 17. She 
escaped with minor injuries. 

Dr Suresh Arora, medical 
superintendent of the Sanjay Gan- 
dhi Memorial Hospital, where vic- 
tims of the fire were taken, said the 
first patient was brought in at 
5.40pm. Till midnight that day, 12 
patients were discharged after 
treating minor injuries and super- 
ficial burns, Dr Arora said. 

On Saturday, five more people 
were sent for medical aid, the last 
of whom was discharged by 2pm. 

“The people who managed to 
get out of the building escaped 
with minor injuries. Most sus- 
tained superficial burns or small 
bruises that they might have got 
while trying to escape,” said Dr 
Arora. 

The bodies of those who were 
trapped were charred beyond rec- 
ognition, doctors from the hospital 
said on Saturday. 

“People either escaped with 
minor injuries or were completely 


charred. We did not receive any 
patients who had severe injuries,” 
said one of the doctors, asking not 
to be named. 

When 35-year-old Priyanka 
Gupta left the hospital after getting 
her hands dressed for burns, she 
was hounded by her colleague’s 
family members, asking if she had 
any news of their loved ones. She 
found no appropriate way to 
respond. 

“Tt may sound selfish, but how 
do I tell them that all I could think 
of at the time was to survive and 
get out of the building,” Gupta 
said. 

Gupta recalled that the first 
responders were neighbouring 
residents, business owners and 
workers, who started smashing 
the glass panes that layered the 
building and getting people out, 
even before rescue teams could 
reach the site. She climbed down 
using a rope that residents 
secured, connecting one end toa 
nearby shop and the other to a 
portion of the burning building. 


Survivors said there would have 
been even higher were it not for 
two cranes that residents pressed 
into the rescue efforts. 

Suresh, the driver of one of the 
cranes, said he was near the build- 
ing when he heard people scream- 
ing, and spotted fumes from the 
four-storey building. 

“My boss, who owns the crane 
service, asked me to get one of the 
cranes and start getting people out 
of the building. I believe we man- 
aged to get at least 100 people out, 
but as the fire intensified, flames 
started coming toward us and 
glass panes started shattering and 
falling on us from above. We could 
have saved more people if the fire 
had not spread,” he said. 

When the fire spread, the peo- 
ple inside the building were on dif- 
ferent floors. On the first floor the 
employees were working at the 
offices of the CCTV and Wifi router 
assembly unit. Most people were 
on the second floor attending the 
motivational speaker’s session. 
Others on the third floor were 


working at the assembly units. 

Diksha Rawat, a resident of 
Mundka who was at the session, 
said, “...When the door of the hall 
opened, a lot of smoke gushed into 
the room and we couldn't see any- 
thing but fire.” 

The 27-year-old said that there 
were no windows in the hall on the 
second floor. Glass panels that 
covered the building on all sides 
were bolted, leaving just one exit 
from the inferno — a lone stair- 
case. But this route was also 
blocked by the blaze. 

“The staircase was on fire. 
There was no way to leave the 
building. The people in the room 
were gasping for breath... we were 
screaming and shouting for help. 
Some of us smashed a glass pane 
on one side so that we could 
breathe,” Rawat said. 

Other people caught in the fire 
managed to break the glass pane 
on the other side. But, as they bat- 
tled the smoke, it wasn’t easy. 

“The pane was quite thick. We 
used tables, chairs and other furni- 
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ture to shatter it,” she said. 

Rawat recalled how locals got 
together to help them by putting 
up wooden ladders and ropes, 
which a few of them used to climb 
down. “I came down using a rope 
and then jumped,” she said. 

Another survivor, Pushpa Pan- 
war, said occupants of the building 
also used a row of ladders tied 
together to leave. 

Many people, she said, climbed 
back into the building, afraid that 
they would fall. 

“There were so many women 
who were in two minds about exit- 
ing the building using these make- 
shift ladders and ropes. Many 
climbed back. A few women who 
were slightly heavily built were 
afraid of falling,” said Panwar. 

More than 24 hours after the 
incident, most people HT spoke to 
at the hospital said they couldn't 
believe they survived the fire. But 
as the dust settled, and they took 
stock of the damage around them, 
many said they had lost their 
friends, and their jobs.

NEW DELHI: A preliminary 
inquiry by the North Delhi 
Municipal Corporation has 
shown that the Mundka building 
where a devastating blaze killed 
at least 27 people on Friday did 
not have a legal building plan, 
was operating a CCTV assem- 
bling unit without a factory 
licence, and lacked basic safety 
measures. The fire department 
has also confirmed that the 
building did not have a safety 
clearance certificate. 

A senior North MCD official 
from the factory licensing 
department said that the prelim- 
inary inquiry has found that the 
building was located in the Lal 
Dora extension area of the 
Mundka village where industrial 
activity is not allowed. 

“The unit did not have a valid 
factory licence or a DPCC (Delhi 
Pollution Control Commit- 
tee) consent to operate. An appli- 
cation may have been filed by a 
unit in this property in 2014-15 
but no licence was issued. This 
property lies in a non-conform- 
ing area [area where industrial 
activity was not allowed],” the 
official said. 

The building — consisting of 
at least one assembly unit, com- 
mercial establishments and resi- 
dential units — is located on a 
small plot on the border of 
Mundka industrial area and the 
village. The civic body is respon- 
sible for regulating operations in 
Lal Dora areas. 

A senior official from Narela 
municipal zone, who is part of 
the inquiry team, said only 
trades, like grocery shops and 
salons, are allowed in Lal Dora 
extensions. 

“Such a large assembly of peo- 





ple in the unit indicates that 
large-scale factory work was 
being carried out. We have also 
not found any records of the 
building plan of the plot so far,” 
official said. 

In the past, the municipal cor- 
porations of Delhi have submit- 
ted multiple affidavits promising 
to close industrial units in non- 
conforming areas of the city in 
the Supreme Court but the trag- 
edy in Mundka has also raised 
questions about the efficacy of 
such drives. 

According to officials, the 
North MCD issued orders on Fri- 
day to all six deputy commis- 
sioners to carry out surveys of 
such industrial units in their 
zones and take action against 
them in the next 10 days. 

Anil Lakra, the local area 
councillor from AAP, said that 
action should be taken against 
guilty officials as well as owners. 

Jogi Ram Jain, the standing 
committee chairman said that 
the inquiry report will be made 
public within three days. “What- 
ever fault is found on the MCDs’ 
part, we will take action against 
the officials,” he added. 

AK Jain, former town planner 
and retired commissioner (plan- 
ning), Delhi Development 
Authority, said there has been 
complete laxity in regulating lal 
dora areas. “DDA had suggested 
to the Delhi government that the 
list of all the factory units operat- 
ing in such areas should be put 
in public domain so that people 
can check if a unit is operating 
legally. However, the suggestion 
wasn't accepted and the illegality 
continued,” Jain said. 

A municipal official said that 
the action against industries in 
non-conforming areas has been 
taken several times but new 
units keep opening up. 





For kin at morgue, bangles, bracelets set loved ones apart

NEW DELHI: Family members of 
the victims of the devastating blaze 
in a three-storey commercial 
building in west Delhi’s Mundka 
had a few markers in mind that 
they were looking for to identify 
their loved ones as body bags were 
opened one after another contain- 
ing charred remains of at least 27 
people who died in the blaze. 

Among the items that these 
people were looking for in the 
mortuary of the Sanjay Gandhi 
Memorial Hospital were a bangle, 
a bracelet, a piece of dress, shoe 
and nail paint. 

Some relatives, unable to stom- 
ach the horrific shape in which the 
bodies were, and tragically the 
stench, had called other members 





or friends to help them check and 
make sure that they claimed the 
“right body or remains”. 

According to police, of the 27 
bodies only eight have been identi- 
fied so far. 

To identify the dead, police are 
working with the forensic science 
experts. A team of FSL senior 
experts visited the site and col- 
lected forensic samples. 

Deepa Verma, Director, Foren- 
sic Science Laboratory, Rohini 
said “Our two teams, including 
senior experts are working at the 
spot currently. They will identify 
the objects, lift samples for the 
purpose of identification and col- 
lection. The experts from FSL will 
be assisting police in identifying 
and lifting samples from the spot 
which will be later handed over to 
the Investigating Officer.” 

Doctors at the Sanjay Gandhi 


Memorial hospital said that once 
the hospital gets a clearance from 
the Delhi Police, along with a list of 
missing people, they will start call- 
ing families to give their DNA sam- 
ples. 

Nafisa, who was looking for her 
sister-in-law, Masarrat, said there 
was nothing but bones. “The 
stench is so strong that one can’t 
breathe. Rarely a body bag hada 
full human form. Some were miss- 
ing a hand, some legs and other 
organs. It’s horror,” she said. 

Sunita, 35, could not take it, and 
called her brother to help her find 
her 20-year-old daughter Sonam. 
She had a photo of Sonam, and 
was hoping that she could locate 
her daughter with her face intact. 
“My husband died in the hospital 
in April last year of Covid-19. And 
here I am, again, now looking for 
my dead daughter,” she said. 


Asha was hoping to recognise 
her daughter-in-law Madhu, 29, 
with a nose ring that she was 
wearing when she came to work at 
the factory on Friday. Madhu’s sis- 
ter Juicy Sinha, 22, who also 
worked at the unit, survived by 
hopping on to a crane that was 
passing by when the blaze broke 
out, and was stopped by the locals 
to evacuate people on the second 
floor. Madhu also tried but she 
couldn’t make it. “I wish I could 
save my sister,” Sinha said. 

The family of Yashoda Devi, 38, 
aresident of Mubarakpur, identi- 
fied her body by a ring and ear- 
rings that she was wearing. 

Parents of Tania Bhushan, 26, 
sales head of the company, recog- 
nised her body by a bracelet that 
she was wearing. “She was going 
to get married in October,” Nikhil, 
her brother, said.

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‘BUILDING OWNER 
ESCAPED WITH 

FAMILY FROM TOP 
FLOOR AMID FIRE’

NEW DELHI: A day after 27 peo- 
ple were killed and 17 injured in 
a fire in an illegal commercial 
building in Mundka, Delhi 
Police on Saturday said they are 
still questioning the two men, 
who had taken three floors of 
the building on rent to operate 
their business, to establish the 
sequence of events that led to 
the devastating fire. 

Police arrested the two men -- 
Harish Goyal and his brother 
Varun Goyal -- on Friday and 
are on the lookout for the owner 
of the building, Manish Lakra, 
who allegedly managed to 
escape the fire with his family 
from the top-floor flat by climb- 
ing onto the roof of an adjacent 
building. 

According to police, the 
Goyal brothers are also being 
questioned on the lack of fire 
safety arrangements in the 
place. Their father, Amarnath 
Goyal, is also feared dead in the 
fire, police said. Police said they 
would seek reports regarding 
violations pertaining to the 
building and the businesses 
running there from the fire 
department, civic body, trade 
department and other con- 
cerned departments. 

“We have learnt that the two 
brothers had taken the first 
floor of the building on rent in 
2018 to run their company’s 
office. Between 2019 and 2021, 
they took two more upper 
floors,” said additional commis- 
sioner of police (western range) 
Chinmoy Biswal. 

Local residents told police 
that Lakra along with his 
mother, wife and two children 
climbed down from the terrace 
to the roof of an adjacent build- 
ing using a rope. 

According to the FIR, seen by 
HT, 100 employees worked at 
the company of which 50 were 
women. 

However, employees who 
survived said over 200 persons 
were employed at the firm. 

Fire station officer of Kirti 
Nagar, Ashok Kumar Sharma, 
who was leading the firefighting 
operation on Friday night, said, 
“Some charred bodies were 
lying near the lift’s access point 
on the second floor, suggesting 
that people may have tried to 
use it to get out of the building.” 











Biggest blaze since 2019 puts 
fire safety rules back in focus

NEW DELHI: The tragic death of 27 
people in a major fire in the 
Mundka building on Friday has 
underlined that the city authorities 
have learned little from similar 
incidents in the past that exposed 
the utter lack of safety mecha- 
nisms and the gaping holes in their 
implementation. 

The Mundka building, accord- 
ing to an inquiry by the North 
MCD, had no sanctioned plan and 
was operating a factory without 
licence -- same as the building in 
north Delhi’s Anaj Mandi area 
where a fire in 2019 killed 43 peo- 
ple. 

Hundreds of such buildings still 
operate from congested quarters 
with authorities struggling to curb 
them. 

Two separate panels were 
formed after the Anaj Mandi fire 
to lay down an action plan to 
tackle the problem of illegal indus- 
trial activities going on from resi- 
dential areas. The panels were 
formed after the National Human 
Rights Commission took suo motu 
cognizance of the matter. 

The first one, a special task 
force, was formed by the ministry 
of housing and urban affairs. The 
second, an interdepartmental 
committee, was headed by the 
chief town planner of the South 
MCD. The panel submitted the 
action plan in 2020, and the STF 
gave its recommendations in 2021. 
Both have not been implemented 
yet, a senior official said. 

A municipal official, who was 
part of the committee, said that the 
remedial action plan included the 
identification of vulnerable areas 
and formulation of detailed disas- 
ter management plans which 
were to be implemented in some 
areas, and then enforced in the 
entire city. “In residential areas 
with dense population, we sug- 
gested setting up fire hydrant sys- 
tems with common water tanks, 
the alteration of road widths at key 
intersection points to allow move- 
ment of fire tenders, and the 
urgent tackling of unauthorised 
constructions,” the official said, 
requesting anonymity. 

Jai Prakash, former mayor of 
the north corporation, said despite 
several fire accidents in the city, 
there has been no action. “Making

announcements about creating a 
world-class city should only take 
place after the agencies concerned 
have made the city a safer place for 
its residents,” he added. 

The Delhi Development 
Authority did not respond to que- 
ries on the implementation of the 
remedial action plan despite 
repeated attempts. 

Meanwhile, an official from 
Delhi Fire Services, who asked not 
to be named, said that there are 
several areas in Delhi where even 
fire tenders cannot enter because 
of rampant unauthorised con- 
structions. “Committees were

To be sure, in case of the Anaj 
Mandi fire, the probe report for 
fixing culpability of officials was 
never made public.

How- 
ever, four months later, the Delhi 
government's urban development 
department issued an order to

NEW DELHI: Delhi chief minister 
Arvind Kejriwal on Saturday 
ordered a magisterial inquiry into 
the Mundka fire incident in which 
at least 27 people died after a blaze 
engulfed a three-storey building 
on Friday. 

Kejriwal who visited the spot on 
Saturday morning also announced 
210 lakh compensation to the fam- 
ilies of the victims and said that 
DNA tests will be conducted to 
identify bodies, most of which 
were charred beyond recognition, 
so that the families could be 
informed. 

Kejriwal was accompanied by 
deputy chief minister Manish Siso- 
dia (who is also state labour minis- 
ter) and industries minister Saty- 
endar Jain. West Delhi district 
magistrate Kriti Garg who was at 
the spot will conduct the magiste- 
rial inquiry into the case. 

“I have ordered a magisterial 
enquiry into the incident today. 
Those found responsible in the 
findings will not be spared and 
stringent action will be taken. 
Delhi government will give 210 
lakh compensation to the families 
of the deceased, while the injured 
will be given 250,000,” he said. 

The west district administra- 
tion on Saturday also directed the 
North Delhi Municipal Corpora- 
tion to submit a report on the 
structural stability of the building. 
“The report submitted by the MCD

will also be included in the magis- 
terial inquiry. Prima facie, we have 
not been able to ascertain the 
exact cause of the fire because 
everything inside the building has 
been gutted. To attribute it to a 
short circuit right now will be a 
wild guess.We are investigating 
every aspect of the case,” said Gur- 
preet Singh, sub-divisional magis- 
trate (Punjabi Bagh). 

Singh said NDRF teams were 
deployed at the site on Saturday to 
intensify the rescue operation. 

“Apart from this, we have also 
deployed about 60 civil defence 
volunteers to ensure people don’t 
go inside the building ,” she said. 

Meanwhile, the Delhi BJP on 
Saturday demanded the inquiry in 
the case should be headed by a sit- 
ting High Courtjudge. 

Delhi BJP chief Adesh Gupta 
said that the fire department 
should be equipped with the latest 
technologies, and the mechanisms 
to issue fire safety clearances 
should be made stringent.

City sizzles at 44.2°C: Temp 
crosses 47 Cin some areas

NEW DELHI: Heatwave to severe 
heatwave conditions prevailed 
across the city on Saturday as 
mercury shot to the season’s 
highest level, touching 44.2 
degrees Celsius (°C) at Safdar- 
jung, considered representative 
of Delhi’s weather, and rising fur- 
ther to 47.2°C at Mungeshpur. 

The previous record for the 
highest maximum temperature 
this year was 43.5°C at Safdar- 
jung on April 28-30, and in areas 
within Delhi, Sports Complex 
recorded 47.1°C on April 30. 

At 44.2°C, Saturday is also the 
hottest day in May since 2020 
when the temperature touched 
45.9°C on May 28. 

The maximum temperature at 
the Safdarjung observatory on 
Saturday was five degrees above 
normal and nearly two degrees 
higher than the previous day’s 
42.5°C. 

A heatwave is declared when 
the maximum temperature is 
over 40°C and 4.5 degrees above 
normal, and a severe heatwave is 
when the temperature is above 
40°C and 6.5 degrees above nor- 
mal. 

On Saturday, barring Mayur 
Vihar (43.4°C), all the other 10 
weather stations located in the

Capital recorded heatwave to 
severe heatwave conditions, 
according to IMD data. 

The hottest spots in the Capi- 
tal on Saturday after Mungesh- 
pur were the stations at Najaf- 
garh (47°C), Sports Complex 
(46.9°C), Pitampura (46.4°C) and 
Lodhi Road (46.4°C). 

IMD scientist RK Jenamani 
said that similar weather condi- 
tions are likely to prevail on Sun- 
day. 

“Western disturbance is likely 
from Monday, so wind speeds 
will pick up but no rain is 
expected. Slight relief in terms of 
mercury from Monday, but we 





can expect a similar hot day on 
Sunday,” said Jenamani. 

The India Meteorological 
Department (IMD) had issued an 
“orange” alert for Saturday and a 
“yellow” alert is in place for Sun- 
day, with temperature expected 
to reach 44-46°C at most stations. 

The IMD issues a yellow alert 
to warn the public of a weather 
phenomenon in place, and it is 
upgraded to an orange alert if 
preventive action is required.

NEW DELHI: Environment minis- 
ter Gopal Rai on Saturday said 
the government was stepping up 
its fight against single-use plas- 
tics (SUP) in the city by banning 
its use in the secretariat from 
June 1. The government will 
replace existing SUPs with recyc- 
lable alternatives such as paper, 
jute or bamboo, he said. 
“Single-use plastic goods will 
be prohibited at the Delhi Secre- 
tariat beginning June 1. In the 
first phase, use-and-throw pens 
and water bottles made of plastic 
will be prohibited in the Delhi 
Secretariat.

posters, and cutlery made of SUP 
will be banned on the premises,” 
said Rai on Saturday. 

The minister said SUPs con- 
tribute to different kinds of pol- 
lution in the city, with plastic 


items such as spoons, forks, 
straw, polythene, plastic glasses 
often discarded and burnt. 
“Many individuals try to 
destroy them by burning or 
burying them, which contributes 
greatly to air, water and land 
contamination, and also poses a 
major hazard to the environ- 
ment. At the same time, given 
their light weight, SUP materials 
have been observed to easily 
travel through air and water, 
causing surrounding sewage or 
drainage systems to choke and 
causing water logging,” Rai said. 
“Unless other options are pro- 
moted, it will be impossible to 
eliminate single-use plastic 
products in our daily lives.” 





FIRE AT NARELA 
INDUSTRIAL AREA, 
NONE INJURED 


NEW DELHI: A fire broke out ina 
plastic granules manufacturing 
factory in outer Delhi’s Narela 
Industrial Area on Saturday 
night, with fire department offi- 
cials saying that nobody was 
injured or found trapped inside 
the building. 

A total of 27 fire tenders were 
rushed to the fire spot to douse 
the flames and prevent the blaze 
from spreading further to other 
adjacent buildings.

CAPITAL GRAPPLES 
WITH WATER 
SHORTAGE AMID 
SEVERE HEATWAVE 


NEW DELHI: With the Yamuna 
drying up under the blazing sun 
and Haryana not responding to 
SOS calls, authorities in Delhi are 
barely meeting drinking water 
demand in several areas, officials 
said on Saturday. 

The level in the Wazirabad 
pond has dropped to 670.7 feet, the 
lowest so far this year. It was 
671.80 feet on Thursday. 

The pond level had dropped to 
667 feet on July 11 last year, 
prompting the Delhi Jal Board 
(DJB) to move the Supreme Court 
seeking directions to Haryana to 
release additional water in the 
Yamuna. 

The DJB has written to the Har- 
yana Irrigation Department thrice 
in this connection in a fortnight — 
on May 12, May 3 and April 30. 

“Even flow via CLC (Carrier- 
Lined Channel) and DSB (Delhi 
Sub-Branch) is fluctuating... This 
will affect water production 
adversely. Due to peak summer, 
the water requirement is more,” 
the SOS sent on Thursday said. 

“Tt is requested to supply 150 
cusec of raw water additionally...,” 
it said. 

According to officials, there has 
been no response from the neigh- 
bouring state whatsoever, leaving 
Delhi to fend for itself. HTC 
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Biplab resigns as Tripura 
CM ahead of ’23 state polls

AGARTALA/NEW DELHI: Tripura 
chief minister Biplab Deb resigned 
from his post on Saturday, just 
eight months before the state 
assembly elections scheduled for 
February 2023, and is set to be 
replaced by Rajya Sabha member 
and Bharatiya Janata Party leader 
Manik Saha. 

According to BJP leaders, Deb 
received a call from a senior 
party functionary in the morning 
to submit his resignation to gov- 
ernor Satyadeo Narain Arya. 
Soon after Deb announced that 
he was stepping down, Saha, a 
dental surgeon and a non-tribal 
like Deb, who was recently 
elected to the Rajya Sabha, ten- 
dered his resignation as the state 
BJP chief, two years after he was 
named to the post. 

Veteran political analyst Swa- 
pan Bhattacharya said the BJP’s 
move to replace Deb is likely to 
check anti-incumbency ahead of 
the assembly polls. He said, 
“Coming from apolitical back- 
ground, the new CM has drawn 
no controversy or complaint 
against him so far. It seems that 
the BJP replaced the CM to stop 
the anti-incumbency. It will not 
affect anything in the state that 
has a 33% tribal population.”

Ata hurriedly called press con- 
ference after submitting his resig- 
nation, Deb thanked the BJP cen- 
tral leadership for making him 
CM. “Being a chief minister, I tried 
to work for overall development 
of Tripura and to do justice to peo- 
ple here. Now, the party wants to 
strengthen the party organisation 
for the 2023 assembly polls. If 
there is a strong organisation, 
then our government will come 
(back to power). To keep BJP in 
power for long time, if a party 
activist, like me, works to 
strengthen the organisation, it will 
be helpful.” 

The BJP legislative party met 
at the chief minister’s official 
residence and elected Saha as its 
new leader under supervision of 
central observer Bhupendra 
Yadav. Saha’s name was pro- 
posed by Deb, people aware of 


the matter said. 

After the meeting, Saha said, “I 
was given responsibility of BJP 
state president. I worked... and 
now my name was proposed for 
leader of the legislative party and 
everyone supported. But I will 
continue to work as a karyakarta 
of the party.” 

Asenior BJP leader, quoting a 
party survey conducted last 
month, said Deb was found to be 
very unpopular, and that apart 
from growing dissent against him 
within the government and the 
party, there were also allegations 
of corruption against certain peo- 
ple in his office. 

“On more than one occasion, 
legislators and other party mem- 
bers had complained to the central 
leadership about his (Deb’s) 
behaviour and they have been 
pushing for a change. The party 
did not want to go to polls with a 
divided house and spoil its chan- 
ces,” a party functionary said. 

However, Deb will be given 
responsibility by the party as it 
prepares for upcoming state elec- 
tions, with a second party func- 
tionary stating, “The party will 
make use of his experience and 
prepare for the elections with 
fresh energy and zeal.” 

State Trinamool Congress chief 
Subal Bhowmik said, “This is a vic- 
tory for the people of Tripura. The 
people have suffered a lot in the

Sabha MP, on Saturday was 
named the new chief minister of 
Tripura, replacing Biplab Deb, 
who assumed the post in 2018.

before the state went for polls. 

After BJP’s thumping victory 
in the assembly polls, he was 
given the responsibility of 
in-charge of booth management 
committee for 2019 parliamen- 
tary elections. He was made 
state president of the party in 
2020, a post that was occupied 
by Deb for four years. 

“Manik Saha has the quality 
of a good leader. He has knowl- 
edge about organizational activ- 
ities,” said BJP spokesperson 
Nabendu Bhattacharya. “We 
wish him luck on his new jour- 
ney as chief minister.” 

Saha’s political career started 
shining when he was elected as 
the lone Rajya Sabha MP from 


Tripura last month. 

Born in 1953, he completed a 
Bachelor of Dental Studies pro- 
gramme from Government 
Dental College in Patna and 
later pursued Master of Dental

HYDERABAD: Union home min- 
ister Amit Shah on Saturday

CBI detains MHA official after raid

NEW DELHI: The Central Bureau 
of Investigation (CBI) detained 
an undersecretary-rank officer 
of the ministry of home affairs 
(MHA) in the Foreign Contribu- 
tion (Regulation) Act (FCRA) in 
a bribery case after he was ques- 
tioned on Friday. 

According to people familiar 
with the development, the 
undersecretary was posted in 
the FCRA division of the home 
ministry. He was questioned by 
a team of CBI in the FCRA brib- 
ery case on Friday evening 

“His name surfaced during 
questioning of six arrested staff 
members of MHA posted in 
FCRA division in a bribery case. 
His role is under the scanner,” 
one of the people said. 

On May 10, the central agency 
raided 40 locations in Delhi, 
Haryana, Rajasthan, Jharkhand, 
Himachal Pradesh, Telangana, 
Andhra Pradesh, Tamil Nadu,

The home secretary reported 
suspicion of at least three FCRA 
clearance networks that were 
purportedly operating in con- 
nivance with government ser- 
vants. 

Following raids, 14 people, 
including six government ser- 
vants, were arrested and 23.21 
crore in cash was retrieved. 

CBI has named representa- 


tives of at least 12 non-govern- 
ment organisations (NGOs) and 
institutions over the alleged 
case of bribe-for-approval. The 
case also names six officials of 
FCRA division of the ministry of 
home affairs, one National 
Informatics Centre (NIC) offi- 
cial, two hawala operators, and 
several middlemen. 

The government staffers 
were identified as current FCRA 
division personnel Tushar Kanti 
Roy, Raj Kumar and Saheed 
Khan and former officials in the 
division, Parmod Kumar Bha- 
sin, Alok Ranjan and Ghazanfar 
Ali. An NIC official - Uma 
Shankar, who allegedly assisted 
the accused persons, is also 
named in the CBI first informa- 
tion report (FIR) but was yet to 
be arrested, the agency said. 

In all, the agency has named 
36 individuals and entities 
along with “unknown persons” 
for being part of what it said 
was a well-oiled network to pro- 
vide FCRA clearances illegally. 





Kerala teacher accused of sexually 
abusing students over years held

THIRUVANANTHAPURAM: A Ker- 
ala school teacher's social media 
post on the last day of his three- 
decade-long career opened the 
floodgates for a barrage of sex- 
ual harassment allegations by 
his former students resulting in 
the 58-year-old teacher’s arrest 
on Friday. 

KV Sasi Kumar, a CPI(M) 
leader and three-time Malappu- 
ram municipal councillor, 
retired from an aided higher sec- 
ondary school in Malappuram 
on March 31 and posted about 
the same on Facebook. Soon 
after, an alumna commented on 
the post and accused Kumar of 
sexual harassment when she 
was his student, triggering simi- 
lar #metoo accusations from 
other women. 

Kumar, who was expelled 
from the CPI(M) last month, has 
dismissed the allegations saying 
that “he was targeted due to an 
internal rift in the party”. 

According to the police, more 
than 75 students have accused 
Kumar of sexual assault but the

majority of them were not ready 
to file complaints, saying they 
can’t run after litigations. 

Police said a case has been 
registered against Kumar at Mal- 
appuram police station. 

The school alumni associa- 
tion said some students had filed 
a complaint against Kumar, but 
the school management didn’t 
take any action against him. 

Malappuram SP Sujith Das 
said a special team has been 
formed to probe the case and it 
has been recording statements 
of former students. If the school 
officials and management were 
aware of his alleged crime, they 
will also be booked, he added. 


Kerala education minister V 
Sivan Kutty has also ordered an 
inquiry. The minister ordered 
public education director Babu K 
to probe the faults of the school 
management and submit a 
report as the earliest. 

The CPI(M) has also started 
an internal inquiry to ascertain if 
anyone helped Kumar. “It is a 
serious issue and we never 
expected this from a teacher. We 
will expose those who helped 
him also,” said the minister. 

The alumni association has 
also decided to form a common 
platform to take up the case 
against the teacher and ensure 
the confidentiality of the survi- 
vors. “He was a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing. It is shame on the state 
how he survived all these days 
with the muscle power of the 
party. He was shielded by many,” 
said an office-bearer of the 
alumni association. 

Since some of the cases filed 
against Kumar are more than a 
decade old, police have sought a 
legal opinion on whether provi- 
sions of the protection of chil- 
dren from sexual offences 
(Pocso) act could be applied.

NEW DELHI: With just two years 
left for the 2024 national elec- 
tions, the Congress's Chintan Shi- 
vir (brainstorming workshop) 
saw overwhelming support for 
alliances with regional parties, 
with many leaders suggesting 
state-level pacts over a national 
alignment. 

The political committee of the 
workshop discussed alliances 
over two days. Even as polarisa- 
tion and rising communalisation 
remained the two hot topics, the 
question of alliance nevertheless 
found voices both in favour and 
against poll pacts. 

Leaders, including Abhishek 
Singhvi, Pramod Tewari and 
Prithviraj Chavan, argued that 
time was too short for the Con- 
gress to adopt an ‘ekla cholo re’ 
(walk alone) model. Many pro-al- 
liance leaders suggested the party 
must try to enter into pacts at the 
state-level, as regional parties 
have their influence confined to 
certain areas and not across the 
nation. “Our suggestion was that 





the Congress must strive to ally 
with the dominant non-NDA 
(National Democratic Alliance) 
party in a state,” said one of the 
members of the panel. 

“We added that while everyone 
wants the Congress to be able to 
fight on its own and revive at the 
grassroots, but on the limited 
issue of electoral tactics, we don’t 
have enough time to shun alli- 
ance and go ekla cholo re.” 

To be sure, the party would not 
enter into alliances blindly, 
another leader said. “Congress 
leader Rahul Gandhi has already 
announced in Telangana that the 
Congress will fight on its own and 
there is no scope of a poll pact 
with Telangana Rashtra Samithi, 
even as the party has now posi- 
tioned itself as anti-BJP (Bharat- 
iya Janata Party),” he said, seek- 
ing anonymity. 

During the discussion, a 
leader also suggested that Con- 
gress general secretary Pri- 
yanka Gandhi Vadra be made 
the party president. 

A pro-alliance leader argued 
the push for pacts with dominant 
partners is actually aimed at

choosing alliance partners more 
carefully. He argued that in West 
Bengal, the party didn’t gain any 
seat in an alliance with the Left 
parties. “We should have tried for 
a pact with Trinamool,” he said, 
declining to be named. 

Another leader, however, 
acknowledged that picking alli- 
ance partners was easier said 
than done. “In Uttar Pradesh, 
Samajwadi Party refused an alli- 
ance with the Congress,” he said. 
“And now, with the emergence of 
Aam Aadmi Party, some parties 
might see an alternative to the 
Congress.” 

The leaders opposing pacts 
was led by a leader from Bihar. 
They argued that for long-term 
goals, the Congress needs to be 
strengthened. 

The discussions of the political 
committee, according to a mem- 
ber, have been primarily focused 
on social tensions and polarisa- 
tion. 

“All of us were of the view that 
the Congress must not go ona 
defensive but take the BJP on over 
issues of polarisation,” said 
another member. 





Extend period of GST 
compensation: Party

UDAIPUR: The compensation 
period to states for any loss of reve- 
nue under the Goods and Services 
Tax regime, which ends in June, 
must be extended by another three 
years, given the challenging eco- 
nomic situation and poor financial 
health of the states, the Congress 
party demanded on Saturday. 

India must also “reset” its eco- 
nomic policies, 31 years after the 
government ushered in eco- 
nomic reforms, to take into 
account “global and domestic 
developments” as well as “social 
inequalities” and tweak the poli- 
cies “for the next 10-20-30 years,” 
it said. The party will push the 
policy changes as a part of its 
2024 manifesto. 

Addressing the media at the 
Congress’s Chintan Shivir, 
former finance minister P Chi- 
dambaram demanded an exten- 
sion of the compensation period 
and announced that the party 
would “strongly disapprove” any 
attempt of the government to 
prevent the GST Council from 
seeking such an extension. 

The GST law allowed a five-year 
period for compensating states of 
any loss in tax revenues after the 
implementation of the Goods and 
Services Tax in July 2017. The com- 
pensation window ends in June. 

Thirty one years after he 
accompanied Manmohan Singh, 
then finance minister, in ushering 
liberalisation through economic 
reforms in 1991, Chidambaram, 
who was then commerce minister, 
now pitched for another “reset” in 
economic policies. “We believe 
that we must prepare the Indian 
economy and the Indian work- 
force to adapt to the ways in which

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industry, business and trade will 
be conducted in the 21st century, 
with the greater use of automa- 
tion, robotics, machine learning 
and artificial intelligence,” he said. 

Recalling his first experience in 
policymaking in 1991, Chidam- 
baram said, “We are now 30 years 
down the road. The world is 
changed, India is changed. A reset 
means taking into account global 
and domestic development and 
fine tuning the policies that have 
obviously given us benefits, but 
clearly a time for reset has come.” 

“While we acknowledge that 
we have reaped enormous bene- 
fits as a result of liberalisation, we 
have to take into account global 
and domestic developments, and 
reset our policies for the next 
10-20-30 years,” he added. 

He described the current state 
of economy as “a matter of 
extreme concern”, slammed the 
Reserve Bank of India for falling 
“behind the curve” in tackling 
inflation and said: “Inflation has 
risen to unacceptable level. The 
WPI (Wholesale Price Index) is at 
14.55% and the CPI (Consumer 
Price Index) is at 7.9%. There are 
high taxes on petrol and diesel and 
high GST tax rates. The job situa- 
tion has never been so low, with 
40.38% job participation rate and 
unemployment rate at 7.83%.” 

“The consequences of the 
poorly drafted and unfairly imple- 
mented GST laws brought in by 
the Modi government in 2017 are 
there for everyone to see,” he said.

Demand for quotas in 
pvt sector, women’s bill

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NEW DELHI: In a major policy 
shift, the Congress party on Satur- 
day demanded job reservations in 
the private sector and advocated a 
quota within quota in the 
Women’s Reservation Bill, which 
is pending for passage since 2010. 
The party’s panel on social 
justice is likely to recommend 
the Congress working commit- 
tee (CWC) to reserve 50% repre- 
sentations for Scheduled Castes 
(SC), Scheduled Tribes (ST), 
Other Backward Classes (OBCs) 
and minorities at all levels 
within the organisation, Con- 
gress leaders Salman Khurshid 
and K Raju said on Saturday. 
The panel also pushed for res- 
ervation in private sector jobs for 
weaker sections of society. “This 
government is selling off public 
sector companies diluting the 
reservation for jobs in govern- 
ment entities. Therefore, we are 
seeking quota in the private sec- 
tor to protect the interests of the 
weaker section,” said Khurshid. 
The political push for reserva- 
tion in the private sector has 
already led to debates, and during 


the 10 years of the Congress-led 
United Progressive Alliance (UPA) 
government, no such effort to 
implement quota in private jobs 
was mooted. 

Any policy in that direction 
would require amendments in 
central laws, but the ruling Bharat- 
iya Janata Party (BJP) has not 
spelled out any stand on the issue. 

On Saturday, the Congress 
panel on social justice also pushed 
for a quota within quota in the 
Women’s Reservation Bill, years 
after the party resisted such 
demands when the draft legisla- 
tion was passed in the Rajya Sabha 
in 2010. The draft law seeks to 
reserve 33% seats in Lok Sabha 
and all state legislative assemblies 
for women. In 2010, it was passed 
in the Rajya Sabha and transmit- 
ted to the Lok Sabha. However, it 
lapsed when the Lok Sabha was 
dissolved in 2014. A quota within 
quota would entail further reser- 
vation of seats for women from the 
weaker sections. 

The decision to not include a 
quota within quota was a “tactical 
move” and “the idea was to first 
pass the bill and then think about 
the share for the weaker section,” 
Khurshid claimed. 





‘Good luck and goodbye’: Cong’s 
Punjab ex-chief Jakhar quits party

CHANDIGARH: “Good luck and 
goodbye Congress,” former Pun- 
jab Congress president Sunil 
Jakhar said on Saturday as he 
quit the party weeks after being 
removed from all positions for 
alleged anti-party activities. 

Jakhar took to social media to 
make the announcement, which 
came at a time when the Con- 
gress’s top brass is huddled at a 
three-day Chintan Shivir (brain- 
storming session) in Rajasthan’s 
Udaipur to discuss the party’s 
revamp and its strategy for the 
2024 parliamentary elections. 

“It is my parting gift to the 
party. These are my last words to 
Congressmen. Good luck and 
goodbye Congress,” Jakhar said 
during his ‘dil ki baat’ Facebook 
live from his Panchkula residence. 

The 68-year-old disgruntled 
leader had initially planned to 
travel to Udaipur and hold a 
press conference. 

The veteran leader said his 
aim was to show the mirror to 
the Congress. He, however, did 
not make any comment about 
joining another party. 

Jakhar headed the party’s Pun- 
jab unit for little over four years 
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before being replaced with Navjot 
Singh Sidhu in July 2021. He was 
at the loggerheads with the Con- 
gress ever since the party leader- 
ship issued him a show-cause 
notice before removing him from 
all posts on April 30 for “anti- 
party” activities in the run-up to 
this year’s assembly elections. 
The disciplinary action was 
taken on Punjab affairs in-charge 
Harish Chaudhary’s complaint to 
Congress president Sonia Gandhi 
that Jakhar’s statements had 
dented the party’s prospects in 
the February 20 assembly elec- 
tions. He, however, rejected the 
allegations and asked if his state- 
ments had damaged the party’s 
prospects in the elections why 
was he not sacked. The infighting- 
ridden Congress was routed by 
the Aam Aadmi Party (AAP) in 


Punjab and managed to win only 
18 of the 117 assembly seats. 

In his 35-minute Facebook live, 
former Lok Sabha MP Jakhar also 
took shots at several Congress 
leaders “sitting in Delhi”, particu- 
larly targeting Rajya Sabha mem- 
ber Ambika Soni for her state- 
ment last year that the party 
should go with a Sikh face after 
Captain Amarinder Singh was 
made to resign as the chief minis- 
ter. Till then, Jakhar was among 
the front-runners for the CM post. 

Calling the Udaipur brain- 
storming session a “formality”, 
Jakhar said the party is facing an 
existential crisis, but it is behaving 
as if the responsibility of the entire 
nation rests on its shoulders. “It 
should have been a ‘chinta shivir’ 
instead of a ‘chintan shivir’, more 
about ‘worry’ than ‘introspection’. 
If they were really worried, 
another committee would have 
been set up on the poll debacles in 
Uttar Pradesh, Uttarakhand, Man- 
ipur and Goa,” he said. 

Shortly after Jakhar’s 
announcement to quit the Con- 
gress, party leader Navjot Singh 
Sidhu called him “an asset”. “The 
Congress should not lose #sunil- 
jakhar .... Is an asset worth his 
weight in gold .... Any differences 
can be resolved on the table.” 


{ KASHMIRI PANDIT'S KILLING } 


Protests over killing 
of employee escalate

SRINAGAR/JAMMU: Widespread 
protests over the killing of a 
36-year-old revenue official 
from the Kashmiri Pandit com- 
munity continued across 
Jammu and Kashmir on Satur- 
day as scores of Pandits held 
demonstrations outside transit 
camps and blocked main roads, 
demanding their relocation to 
safer places outside Kashmir 
valley. 

A delegation of the Kashmiri 
Pandits on Saturday also called on 
former chief minister and presi- 
dent of the Peoples Alliance for 
Gupkar Declaration (PAGD), 
Farooq Abdullah, at his residence 
to seek protection for the commu- 
nity. “The Kashmiri Pandits are in 
a state of panic. They wanted that 
the PAGD leadership should take 
up this issue with Lt Governor 
Manoj Sinha. The PAGD has 
sought an appointment with the 
Lt Governor,” said PAGD spokes- 
person Yusuf Tarigami. 

Terrorists barged into the 
office of a tehsildar in Budgam 
district on May 12 and shot Bhat, 
who worked as a revenue officer. 
He later succumbed to injuries. 
The 36-year-old was working in 
Budgam for the past 10 years after 
his appointment under a special 
package to rehabilitate Pandits. 

Bhat’s killing is the latest in a 
string of targeted attacks on civil- 
ians over the past four months. 
The attack raised questions over 
the security of more than 4,000 
Kashmiri Pandits, who have been 
living in transit camps in various 
parts of Kashmir after they were 








given government jobs under a 
special employment package 
launched in 2010. The community 
was driven out of the Valley by ris- 
ing militancy in the early 1990s. 

Protests against the killing con- 
tinued to rage across the region. 

In Budgam’s Sheikhpora tran- 
sit camp, which houses the fami- 
lies of Bhat and other Pandits, 
over a hundred employees sat 
under a large makeshift tent amid 
scorching heat to protest the kill- 
ing and press for the acceptance 
of their demands. “This is the fail- 
ure of both the central as well as 
the Union Territory governments. 
This is the ninth killing (of minor- 
ity community members). We are 
facing huge problems, but there is 
no redressal,” Vimal, a Kashmiri 
pandit employee, told news 
agency PTI at the camp. 

A posse of security forces per- 
sonnel stood guard outside the 
camp, while protesters accused 
the troops of preventing them 
from taking out a protest march. 





“The transit camps have 
become like detention centres. 
Nobody is allowed to come out...,” 
another protester added. 

At the Press Colony in Srina- 
gar, scores of government 
employees from the community 
gathered carrying “We want Jus- 
tice” placards and shouting slo- 
gans against the administration 
and the Bharatiya Janata Party. “If 
the situation is fine then why is 
there a targeted killing of a partic- 
ular section? Something surely is 
amiss,” said an employee at the 
protest. 

In Baramulla district, a brief 
clash broke out between pro- 
testers and police after a few 
people attempted to move out of 
their colony in Veerwan. They 
wanted to join the protests in 
Srinagar. 

“The situation is normal. The 
Pandits wanted to move out of 
the colony for a protest, which 
we did not allow,” said a police 
official in Baramulla district. 





Punjab cops seek more 
security for Kejriwal; it’s 
the highest: Delhi Police 
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NEW DELHI: The police in Pun- 
jab have written to the Delhi 
Police about an increased 
threat to chief minister Arvind 
Kejriwal from Khalistani ele- 
ments, proposing to provide 
additional security cover to the 
Aam Aadmi Party convener — 
an offer that was rejected by 
the national capital's force, offi- 
cials said on Saturday. 

The Delhi Police said on Sat- 
urday that Kejriwal already has 
the highest level of security 
cover under the Z-plus category 
sanctioned by the Union minis- 
try of home affairs. 

“A letter was received from 
Punjab Police in this regard 
and it was duly referred to 
MHA (ministry of home 
affairs). MHA has concurred 
with the view that Delhi Police 
will continue to provide the 
security cover to the CM as per 
the Z+ security category. Fur- 
ther, if the Punjab Police has 
any relevant intelligence input, 
it may be immediately shared 
with Delhi Police and central 
agencies for assessment and 
follow-up action,” a statement 
by the Delhi Police said. 

While the home ministry did 
not issue an official statement 
on the matter, an official said 
on condition of anonymity: 
“Delhi Police’s security for the 
chief minister of Delhi has 
enough number of personnel. 
The threat assessment for 
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every VIP is done on a regular 
basis. If required, we will fur- 
ther enhance the security.” 

Repeated requests for a com- 
ment from the Punjab director 
general of police went unan- 
swered. A Punjab Police official 
who asked not to be named, 
however, confirmed that a let- 
ter was sent to the Delhi Police 
about the threat to Kejriwal. He 
did not say when it was written. 

The development comes 
days after Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP) youth wing leader 
Tajinder Bagga was detained by 
the Punjab Police from his 
home in the national capital, 
and was brought back by Delhi 
cops from Kurukshetra hours 
later. 

The BJP youth wing’s 
national secretary was sought 
by the Punjab Police in a case 
registered over remarks that 
purported to threaten Kejriwal. 
Bagga was later provided pro- 
tection from arrest by the Pun- 
jab and Haryana high court.

Uddhav slams BJP for playing 
‘ugly politics’, ‘fake Hindutva’

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MUMBAI: In his first public rally 
in Mumbai after becoming chief 
minister of Maharashtra, Shiv 
Sena chief Uddhav Thackeray on 
Saturday launched a withering 
attack on former political ally 
Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP) say- 
ing that the party was playing 
“ugly politics” and deployed “A, B, 
and C teams” to mislead the people 
of the state and the nation with 
“fake Hindutva”. 

The rally kicked off Sena’s 
campaign for the local bodies 
polls later this year. 

Addressing nearly 100,000 
party workers from across the 
state, Thackeray took on the BJP- 
led Centre over issues like infla- 
tion and attacks on Kashmiri 
Pandits. “BJP is playing ugly pol- 
itics,’” Thackeray said, adding 
that he wondered if “it was the 
same party that the Sena consid- 
ered to be a friend for 25 years”. 

“We didn’t recognise them then, 
but they are not our friend but our 
enemy. After the mask of Hin- 
dutva has come off, their true and 
perverse face is exposed. We still 








wonder if they are the same who 
were kept close by Balasaheb,” 
Thackeray said. 

Thackeray's rally comes in the 
backdrop of criticism from the BJP 
and Maharashtra Navnirman 
Sena (MNS) chief Raj Thackeray 
that the Sena has deviated from 
Hindutva ideology ever since it 
joined hands with the Nationalist 
Congress Party (NCP) and the Con- 
gress to form the Maharashtra 
Vikas Aghadi (MVA) coalition gov- 
ernment in November 2019. 

Criticising the Centre for not 
coming up with concrete solutions 
for attacks on Kashmiri Pandits. 
“Rahul Bhat, the Kashmiri Pandit, 
was killed in his office. What is the 
solution in this? Chant Hanuman 


Chalisa or hold ghanta yatra? We 
are celebrating Amrut Mahotsav 
(75 years of Independence) of our 
Independence but the rupee is 
now at 277 (to the dollar). Why 
don’t you speak on these issues?” 

Thackeray also took a dig at his 
cousin, MNS chief Raj Thackeray. 
“One day a Shiv Sainik asked me if 
I watched ‘Lage Raho Munnabhai’. 
He said like in the movie Sanjay 
Dutt sees Gandhiji, we have a per- 
son here who thinks he is Balasa- 
heb. He wears shawls, sometimes 
picks up Marathi issues, and Hin- 
dutva... This is a case of chemical 
locha (imbalance) in the brain...,” 
he said. 

Referring to the recent political 
controversies in the state, Thack- 
eray said the BJP has “A ,B ,C 
teams”. “They send somebody to 
Aurangzeb’s tomb, give loud- 
speakers to another and ask some- 
one else to recite the Hanuman 
Chalisa. These are B-teams of BJP. 
If something happens, cases will 
be filed on [the teams] while [the 
BJP] will hold press conferences.” 

BJP leader Devendra Fadnavis 
said Thackeray's speech “turned 
out to be yet another taunt 
bomb...it will get reply.” 








‘Support of Centre key 
for arbitration success’ 
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NEW DELHI: The central govern- 
ment’s support for arbitration to 
become successful in India is 
imperative, said Supreme Court 
judge Ravindra Bhat while speak- 
ing ata conference titled ‘Interna- 
tional Arbitration: An Indian Per- 
spective’, organised by Services 
Export Promotion Council (SEPC). 
Giving reasons for the growth 
of international commercial 
arbitration centres in Singapore, 
Hong Kong, London, and France, 
Justice Bhat said that these cen- 
tres “thrive” because of their 
continuous association with 
their government, from funding 
to the creation of new tools. 
“Texpect and hope that the gov- 
ernment will give the same kind of 
support for the growth of arbitra- 
tion (in the country),” he said. 
Justice Bhat also expressed his 
disappointment over the non-im- 
plementation of the earlier sugges- 
tions of a high-level committee 
and recommendations made by 
the 246th Law Commission of 
India on the creation of an autono- 
mous body, which would oversee 
the functioning of arbitral institu- 
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tions in India. 

He said that even though the 
committee’s suggestion has been 
inserted by way of an amendment 
in 2019, it is yet to be notified. “I 
had once the privilege of being a 
part of a high committee, headed 
by retired SC judge Sri Krishna, to 
review arbitration proceedings in 
India. And this committee made a 
recommendation of setting up an 
autonomous body known as the 
Arbitration Promotion Council of 
India (APCI). It is interesting to 
note that an analogous suggestion 
was made by the 246th Law Com- 
mission in 2012 with the desig- 
nated body being called as Arbitral 
Commission of India,” he said. 

He added that Indian arbitra- 
tion needs to incorporate new 
tools and techniques like “hot-tub- 
bing”, introduced by Australia. 





Court-ordered Gyanvapi survey 
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VARANASI: A court-mandated 
survey and filming at Gyanvapi 
mosque in Varanasi, located 
next to the Kashi Vishwanath 
temple, resumed on Saturday 
amid tight security and restric- 
tions near the complex. 

On May 12, the Varanasi civil 
court directed a day-to-day survey 
of the mosque to inspect, film and 
collect evidence regarding the 
claimed existence of Hindu dei- 
ties inside the mosque. A part of 
this survey took place on May 6, 
but was halted after a dispute 
broke out over filming inside the 
mosque. The civil court, however, 
permitted videography. 

“According to the order of the 
court, the proceedings were done 
from 8 am to 12 noon in which all 
the parties, their advocates and 
their assistants were present... The 
survey, which lasted for four 
hours, covered more than 50% of 
(mosque) premises. It was com- 
pleted in a very peaceful manner. 
All parties complied with the 
order of the court. To complete the 
remaining work, the survey will 
resume at around 8 am on Sun- 
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day,” Varanasi district magistrate 
Kaushal Raj Sharma said. 

“The survey work is confiden- 
tial and is done under the moni- 
toring of the court. So, informa- 
tion regarding the places where 
the survey was done and what 
was found cannot be shared 
now,” he added. 

Advocate commissioner Ajai 
Kumar Mishra, special advocate 
commissioner Vishal Singh, assist- 
ant advocate commissioner Ajai 
Pratap Singh, in presence of advo- 
cates of the petitioners and advo- 
cates of the Anjuman Intezamia 
Masajid Committee (that manages 
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the Gyanvapi mosque) conducted 
the survey. An official represent- 
ing the Uttar Pradesh government 
and officials of Kashi Vishwanath 
Mandir Trust were present at the 
site during the survey. 

A cameraman accompanied 
the team for videography. 

According to a person famil- 
iar with matter, the survey was 
conducted in basement area of 
the Gyanvapi. 

One of the advocates of the 
petitioners, who did not wish to 
be named, said that a detailed 
report of the survey would be pre- 
sented before the court on May 17. 

More than 1,500 policemen and 
PAC jawans were deployed as part 
of the security arrangement, news 
agency PTI reported. The move- 
ment of people was stopped at a 
distance of 500 metres from the 
Gyanvapi complex. 

SM Yasin, joint secretary of 
Anzuman intezamia Masajid 
Committee that manages Gyan- 
vapi mosque, said, “The commis- 
sion conducted the proceedings 
of survey in a very strict manner. 
We cooperated with the survey. 
We are satisfied with the manner 
proceedings of the commission 
was conducted.” 
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District court judges 
should make litigants 
feel at ease, says CJI 
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NEW DELHI: District court judges 
should make litigants feel at 
ease, said Chief Justice of India 
(CJI) NV Ramana on Saturday, 
underlining that the district judi- 
ciary, which acts as the first con- 
tact with the justice seeker “must 
be conscious of the fact that liti- 
gants coming to court are under 
a lot of psychological stress”. 

Addressing a gathering of 
judges, court officers and district 
judicial officers in Srinagar, the 
CJI said, “Create a congenial 
environment for the litigants. 
Often, litigants are under a lot of 
psychological stress. Litigants 
may be illiterate, unaware of the 
law and have various financial 
issues. You should try to make 
them feel at ease.” 

The CJI was speaking at the 
foundation stone laying cere- 
mony of the new building com- 
plex of the Jammu and Kashmir 
and Ladakh high court in Srina- 
gar. 

Urging the district judiciary to 
bear this fact in mind, the CJI 
said, “You (district court judges) 
are at the grass-root level, and 
are the first contact for the jus- 
tice seeker with the judicial sys- 
tem. You have a direct link with 
the people. You must persuade 
parties to choose ADR mecha- 
nisms whenever possible. This 
will not only help the parties but 
also will help in the reduction of 
pendency.” 

The new J&K high court 
premises is spread over 170,000 
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square meters and is being con- 
structed at an estimated cost of 
310 crores. Justice Ramana, 
who was accompanied by two 
other Supreme Court judges Jus- 
tice UU Lalit and Justice Sanjay 
Kishan Kaul, said, “Although the 
persons who will occupy this 
building would be the members 
of the bar, the bench and their 
support staff, we must not forget 
that the focal point of any justice 
delivery system is the litigant, 
who is the justice seeker.” 

“One of the major challenges 
to the protection of rule of law 
and human rights is the inability 
of the formal justice system to 
deliver speedy and affordable 
justice for all. The justice deliv- 
ery mechanism in India is very 
complex and expensive. 22% of 
the posts in the district judiciary 
are still lying vacant. Steps have 
to be initiated immediately to fill 
this gap,” he said. 

Union law minister Kiren 
Rijiju, Lieutenant Governors of 
J&K and Ladakh — Manoj Sinha 
and RK Mathur - were also 
present. 





NGT REJECTS 2017 
PLEA CHALLENGING 
CLEARANCE FOR 
SHIVAJI! MEMORIAL

MUMBAI: The National Green 
Tribunal (NGT) this week 
quashed a 2017 petition by a 
now-deceased Koli community 
leader challenging the environ- 
ment clearance (EC) granted by 
the union environment ministry 
to the Public Works Department 
(PWD) for the Chhatrapati Shiv- 
aji Maharaj Memorial. A copy of 
the Tribunal’s order dated May II 
has been reviewed by the HT. 

Damodar Tandel, the former 
head of the Akhil Maharashtra 
Macchimaar Kruti Samiti 
(AMMKS), had challenged the 
EC on grounds that the project 
would damage the environment 
and impact marine biodiversity 
and consequently the livelihood 
of fishermen operating near the 
site. 

Dismissing the appeal, a Spe- 
cial NGT bench headed by chair- 
person Adarsh Kumar Goel said, 
“Except bald contention about 
the adverse impact on biodiver- 
sity and environment... no mean- 
ingful argument has been 
addressed to point out any infir- 
mity in process for grant of EC.” 

Damodar passed away in 
December 2020 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son, Devendra 
Tandel, who is since then serving 
as the president of the AMMKS. 

Speaking to HT, Devendra 
Tandel said “It is a bit suspicious 
that the court has not put my 
father’s death on record. I will 
have to consult with the lawyer 
first. As far as our stance on the 
project is concerned, we are 
opposed to it.” 








WHEAT EXPORT 


finalised and for which irrevoca- 
ble letters of credit have been 
issued will be allowed to be 
shipped. India was hoping to 
export large quantities as the 
government had forecast a 
record output of 111 million 
tonne of wheat in February. A 
month-long heatwave from mid- 
March shrivelled the winter sta- 
ple, forcing the government to 
cut production estimates by at 
least 5.7% to 105 million tonne. 

“There is a sudden spike in the 
global prices of wheat arising 
out of many factors, as a result of 
which the food security of India, 
neighbouring and other vulnera- 
ble countries is at risk,” the order 
banning exports said. 

The curbs on exports were 
mainly to regulate the trade to 
arrest domestic food prices, 
three top officials said on Satur- 
day. Wheat prices have risen to 
record levels, rising 19% in April 
compared with a year ago, which 
is a decadal high. Prices have 
soared on lower output and 
brisk buying by private traders at 
higher than the government's 
minimum support price of 
22,015 a quintal (100kg) in antici- 
pation of robust export demand. 

“The public distribution sys- 
tem...covering almost 81.35 crore 
people, would be run smoothly,” 
food secretary Sudhanshu Pan- 
dey said. “This decision had to be 
taken essentially in view of the 
price rise.” Agriculture ministers 
from the Group of Seven indus- 
trialised nations on Saturday 
condemned India’s decision to 


ban unapproved wheat exports. 
“If everyone starts to impose 
export restrictions or to close 
markets, that would worsen the 
crisis,” German agriculture min- 
ister Cem Ozdemir said at a 
press conference in Stuttgart. 

Under the National Food 
Security Act, 2013, the govern- 
ment distributes cheap foodg- 
rains to nearly 813 million bene- 
ficiaries. Just a week ago, Pandey 
said India had surplus stocks 
and he did not see any possibility 
of curbs on wheat exports. 

The decline in output has 
forced the government to lower 
the target for its purchases of 
wheat to just 19.5 million tonne 
from 44 million tonne earlier. 

India’s retail inflation surged 
to an eight-year high of 7.79% in 
April, breaching the Reserve 
Bank of India’s upper tolerance 
limit of 6% for the fourth straight 
month, official data showed on 
Thursday. Food inflation, which 
is driving the rise in consumer 
inflation, rose by 8.38%, the 
highest so far in this fiscal. The 
country’s opening stocks of 
wheat was 19 million tonne, less 
than last year’s balance of 27.3 
million tonne, Pandey said. Last 
year, the government's procure- 
ment was 43.3 million tonne. 

“But the actual procurement 
so far that has happened is about 
18 million tonne,” he said. “So, if 
you total up, against the stocks of 
70.6 million last year, this year 
our stocks would be 37.5 million 
tonne.” There was “no dramatic 
fall in output” and the export 
curbs were meant to control pri- 
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ces within the country, farm sec- 
retary Manoj Ahuja said, while 
commerce secretary BVR 
Subrahmanyam said India 
would not turn down request for 
shipments made by vulnerable 
countries through their govern- 
ments. “If you read the fine 
print, the government is con- 
cerned about the food security of 
our (a) neighbours and (b) vul- 
nerable countries. That’s some- 
thing to be noted,” Subrahman- 
yam said. “We have kept a win- 
dow open for a large number of 
vulnerable countries should 
their governments make a 
request (for wheat).” 

An emerging issue is whether 
India can afford to export wheat 
without restrictions, and if it will 
witness a further spike in 
domestic food prices, analysts 
said. India exported a record 
7.85 million tonnes in the year to 
March, up 275% from a year ago. 
“A crimped output could create 
a tight supply situation in the 
coming months,” said Raman- 
deep Singh Mann, a farm expert.

The agency has tracked trans- 
actions worth around 210 crore, 
including cash deposits in the 
accounts of Kumar, Satish and 
Vasu, and %80 lakh in accounts 
of Rajasthan-based accused. 

Dileep Kumar was operating a 
number of bank accounts in 
which domestic cash deposits 
worth over 243 lakh have been 
made since 2013, defying eco- 
nomic rationale, CBI said. 

It also detected that in the six 
bank accounts operated by Gur- 
ram Satish, cash deposits worth 
24.55 crore (domestic) and %3.05 
lakh (foreign) have been made 
during 2012-20, and in the case 
of Gurram Vasu, the amount was 
25.37 crore during the period. 

There was no recognisable 
business rationale to explain the 
transactions in the accounts, the 
CBI has alleged. “The persons 
involved are running the racket 
of cricket betting, committing 
fraud by inducing betting by the 
general public and thereby 
deceiving public of their hard- 
earned money and also indulg- 
ing in impersonating their iden- 
tities in operating various bank 
accounts,” the FIR said. 


G23 LEADERS 

The G23 had demanded the 
revival of the parliamentary 
board, which was abolished 
when PV Narasimha Rao 
became prime minister in 1991. If 
revived, the body would include 
some of the senior leaders and 
help fulfil the G23’s demand for 
a collective decision-making 
process. But those opposing the 
setting up of a parliamentary 
board maintain that it is not 
required in the current struc- 
ture. “Apart from rehabilitating 
some G23 leaders, the board 
would not serve any other pur- 
pose,” said a leader who did not 
wish to be named.

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2 poachers killed after they 
gun down 3 policemen in MP

BHOPAL: Three police personnel 
were killed after a group of poach- 
ers opened fire at them in Madhya 
Pradesh’s Guna district early on 
Saturday, police officers said, add- 
ing that two of the seven accused 
poachers were killed in separate 
gunfights and two of them were 
arrested. 

According to the police, the 
shootout took place in Shahrok 
forest near Aron in Saga Barkheda 
village in the district around 3 am. 

Guna superintendent of police 
Rajeev Mishra said acting on a tip- 
off about blackbuck poaching in 
the forest, 3-4 police teams 
reached the spot around 2.45 am. 
“They nabbed three poachers, but 
suddenly four poachers on motor- 
bikes opened fire at the police 
team,” he said. 

Some police personnel received 
bullet injuries leading to the death 
of three, the SP said, adding a 
police driver was also injured in 
the incident. The deceased police 
personnel were identified as sub- 
inspector Rajkumar Jatav (27) and 
constables Neeraj Bhargava (38) 
and Santram Meena (27), an offi- 
cer said. 

While one of the poachers,

identified as Naushad Mewati, a 
resident of Bedoriya village, was 
killed in the cross-firing on the 
spot, and one of the accused was 
killed in an encounter late in the 
evening. The gunfight was under- 
way at the time of going to press. 

“Shahzad Khan, who was hid- 
ing near a small hillock under the 
jurisdiction of Bajranggarh police 
station, was killed in the encoun- 
ter,” said D Sreeniwas Verma 
inspector general of police Gwal- 
ior Division. District administra- 
tion and police team also demol- 
ished an illegal house of Naushad 
in Bidoriya, officials said. 

Soon after the incident, chief 
minister Shivraj Singh Chouhan 
held a high-level meeting and 
announced an ex gratia of 21 crore 
as well as government jobs to the 
kin of each of the deceased police- 
men. “Police personnel killed get 
the status of martyr and will be 


cremated with full state honours,” 
the CM said, adding severe punish- 
ment will be handed to the 
accused. 

He also transferred the inspec- 
tor general (IG) of Gwalior zone, 
Anil Sharma, for his “delay in 
reaching the incident site”. 

At least two decapitated car- 
casses and five heads of blackbuck 
were recovered from the spot, 
police said, adding that a carcass 
of peacock was also found on the 
spot. A senior police officer famil- 
iar with the investigation said slain 
poacher Mewati, along with six 
others, killed four male black- 
bucks, a female blackbuck and a 
peacock on Friday night to serve 
the meat in his niece’s wedding 
feast. Blackbucks, also called 
Indian antelopes, are usually killed 
for their horns and skin, but a sen- 
ior forest official said the poachers 
are taking advantage of easy avail- 
ability of blackbuck in farm land 
and killing them for meat. 

“The poaching of blackbuck has 
not been done by any organised 
gang. As many as 38 poachers 
have been arrested between 2008 
and 2018 and most of them are 
local villagers, who kill the animal 
for meat. This is a reason behind 
the lower conviction rate as it is 
difficult to prove the purpose,” 


said a forest official. Local farmers 
said they were facing trouble as 
blackbucks and other varieties of 
deer regularly destroy their crop, 
especially moong. 

The Wildlife Protection Act 
prohibits the hunting of any wild 
animal specified in schedules I, II, 
I and IV of the act. 

However, a forest official said 
agricultural land is the natural 
habitat of blackbucks, and not for- 
est. “The population estimation of 
blackbuck has not been done... 
Blackbucks live in the agricultural 
land notin forest, so itis difficult to 
control them. But we are making 
an action plan,” said Hemant Raik- 
war, Guna divisional officer. 

“The incident is saddening and 
heartbreaking. Instructions have 
been given to take such a strict 
action against the criminals, 
which will set an example,” said 
state’s home minister Narottam 
Mishra. Leader of opposition in 
the state assembly Govind Singh, 
however, demanded Mishra’s res- 
ignation. “Not only people but 
police personnel are also not safe 
in Madhya Pradesh. Home minis- 
ter should resign from his post,” 
the Congress leader said.

Study on link between India temp 
rise and climate crisis in the offing

CANDOLIM: Whether extremely 
high temperatures seen in India 
in March and April this year can 
be directly attributed to human- 
induced climate change, and to 
what extent, would be revealed 
in a study in the next 1-2 weeks 
by the World Weather Attribu- 
tion network, a global collabora- 
tion of climate scientists. 

The network is expected to 
provide clues on how the climate 
crisis could have led to such 
extreme weather in the subcon- 
tinent, scientists Sarah Kew of 
Koninklijk Nederlands Meteorol- 
ogisch Institute and Robert Vau- 
tard, director, Institute Pierre-Si- 
mon Laplace said at a workshop 





on heat stress on Saturday. 
There is only a one ina hundred 
chance of such a heatwave spell 
occurring every year, they said, 
stressing that the event was rare 
because of large area that was 
affected, unusually long dura- 
tion and early onset in spring. 
There were intense heatwave 
spells from March 11 to 19, March 
27 to April 12, April 17 to 19, and 
April 26 to 30, according to the 
India Meteorological Depart- 
ment. March this year was 
declared as the hottest in 122 
years since the weather bureau 
started maintaining records. 
The network is studying the 
2022 heatwave event because of 
its large-scale impacts, such as 
crop damage, forest fires, power 
shortage, coal crisis, large rain 


deficit, school closures, and 
record temperatures in many 
weather stations. They are using 
five climate models to delve into 
the reasons. 

“IMD has been saying that the 
intensity and frequency of heat- 
waves are increasing and 
expected to increase further. It 
should not come as a surprise to 
us,” said RK Jenamani, who par- 
ticipated in the workshop orga- 
nised by Climate Trends, a cli- 
mate communications organisa- 
tion, on Saturday in Goa. 

Meanwhile, further heat- 
waves are likely over many parts 
of northwest India in the next 
two days, IMD has warned. 
Severe heatwaves are likely in 
many parts over Rajasthan on 
Sunday, it said.

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In a charged UP, why 2022 
may be different from 1992 


Three religious petitions have 
dredged up decades-old 
communal tensions. But there 
are key differences that will 
determine how the movement 
evolves — the most critical 
being BJP’s increased stature 


ttar Pradesh (UP) is on the boil 
again, and this time, it is not due 
to elections. Over the past 
month, a raft of petitions involv- 
ing decades-old religious dis- 
putes strewn across the state 
have fanned communal tensions. Two of 
three petitions concern nerve centres of 
Hindu traditions: The Kashi Vishwanath 
Temple in Varanasi and the Krishna Janma- 
bhoomi Temple in Mathura. The third peti- 
tion, the only one that’s been unsuccessful 
for now, involves arguably the world’s most 
recognisable monument: The Taj Mahal. All 
three claim that Islamic structures were built 
during the medieval times by Muslim rulers 
by demolishing Hindu shrines, and together, 
may represent a return to the tumultuous 
90s, when the politics of the state, and the 
country, was shaped by the Ram Janma- 
bhoomi movement and the destruction of 
the Babri Masjid. Of course, 2022 is not 1992; 
India has since opened up to the world, 
become a global powerhouse, pulled millions 
out of poverty, built a powerful middle class 
and become assertive on the global stage. 
But if some things have changed, many 


others have not — a majority of Indians con- 
tinue to be driven by caste and faith allegian- 
ces, the benefits of economic liberalisation 
haven't percolated to the downtrodden, and 
anxieties about slipping back into poverty 
have been exacerbated by the pandemic The 
biggest link is the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP) —a fledgling party looking to spread its 
footprint then, and the national hegemon 
now. It is the interplay of these factors that 
will determine whether 2022 follows the tra- 
jectory of 1992, or charts a new path. 

But first, a look at the cases. The first 
involves a dispute in the Kashi Vishwanath 
Temple-Gyanvapi mosque complex in Vara- 
nasi — and it is the petition that has achieved 
the most success legally. In 2021, five women 
sought worshipping rights at the Maa 
Shringar Gauri Sthal, located behind the 
mosque complex. They argued that Hindu 
deities were installed within the mosque 
complex and devotees had a right to access 
them. On April 26, a local Varanasi court 
ordered a survey of the mosque complex, but 
when the survey began on May 6, it ran into 
angry protests from Muslim groups. The 
Varanasi court, and later the Supreme Court 
refused to stop the exercise, marking a vic- 
tory for the Hindu petitioners. Some Hindu 
groups believe a temple was partially razed 
to build the 17th-century Gyanvapi mosque; 
Muslims refute this — but never found many 
takers on either side. But the controversial 
survey was enough to exacerbate tensions. 

The second dispute involved Mathura’s 
Krishna Janmabhoomi, the site where devo- 
tees believe the Hindu god Krishna was born. 
Since September 2020, nine cases have been 
filed in the courts of Mathura, with one thing 


in common: They all argue that the Shahi 
Eidgah mosque was built after demolishing 
a part of the Krishna temple next door. Some 
of them want the 13.37 acres of the mosque 
complex returned to the temple while others 
challenge a 1968 settlement between the Sri 
Krishna Janmasthan Seva Sangh and the 
Shahi Masjid Eidgah that established a status 
quo that held for the next 50 years. The Alla- 
habad High Court has asked all petitions to 
be decided within four months, so expect 
more movement on this account. 

The third claim is by a BJP leader on the 
Taj Mahal. His petition, dismissed by the 
Allahabad High Court this week, asks for 22 
locked rooms in the mausoleum to be 
opened to ascertain the presence of any 
Hindu idols. The failure of the petition is 
unlikely to dampen the spirits of fringe 
Hindu groups, who claim Taj Mahal is actu- 
ally Tejo Mahalaya, a Shiva temple. 

These petitions represent a churn in the 
state’s politics, and in Hindutva. The paral- 
lels with the Ram Janmabhoomi movement 
are many: Disagreements that were managed 
for decades are slowly becoming intractable 
as the position of communities ossify. Local 
support for the so-called reclaiming of the 
sites is growing among Hindus. And Muslim 
communities find themselves on the back- 
foot and are defensive of what they see as an 
attempt to attack their culture. 

There is another direct link - the petitions 
represent an alarming erosion of the man- 
date of the Places of Worship Act, which 
placed on July 1, 1991 a status quo retrospec- 
tively on the character of places of worship 
as existing on August 15, 1947. Only the Ram 
Janmabhoomi-Babri Masjid site in Ayodhya

was kept out of the purview of the law, which 
was aimed at avoiding dispute in Ayodhya 
spreading by freezing other such religious 
disputes — at the time, kar sevaks, or religious 
volunteers would chant ‘Ayodhya toh bas 
jhanki hai, Kashi, Mathura baaki hai’ (Ayo- 
dhya is a tableau of what's coming in Kashi 
and Mathura). What’s happening shows that 
once the lid of majoritarianism is opened, it 
is difficult to put it back onto the box. 

But 2022 is very different from 1992 in 
three crucial ways. One, the Ram Janma- 
bhoomi movement was a carefully crafted 
political campaign helmed by a rath yatra by 
LK Advani, who mobilised young Hindu men 
and galvanised kar sevaks to gather in Ayo- 
dhya. It was a painstaking, if eventually vio- 
lent, effort that saw leaders from BJP, its ide- 
ological parent, the Rashtriya Swayamsevak 
Sangh and affiliate groups go to villages, 
hamlets and small towns to recruit volun- 
teers. The 2022 moment is led largely by 
fringe organisations and individuals (only 
the Taj Mahal petition is linked to a BJP 
leader, and the party has largely refrained 
from commenting on it). To be sure, these 
individuals are from Hindu groups that 


claim proximity to the ruling party, but, at 
least for now, there is little large-scale politi- 
cal mobilisation on the issue. 

The reason for this might lie in the second 
difference between 2022 and 1992: The status 
of the BJP. The rath yatra, and the Ram Jan- 
mabhoomi movement built the BJP’s base in 
north India, propelled the party from two 
seats in Parliament to 85, and 16 seats in UP 
to 221. The mobilisation helped it achieve 
grassroots appeal, broadened its base beyond 
the traditional upper castes and gave it an 
emotive issue that has been its ideological 
core ever since. The BJP today is the central 
pole of Indian politics, its position is well 
entrenched, and its message, clear. It has 
managed to blend Hindutva with muscular 
nationalism and welfare and the enduring 
popularity of Prime Minister Narendra Modi 
and a record of efficient welfare delivery 
have created a new constituency of poor and 
lower caste support for the party. Put simply: 
It once needed the Ram Janmabhoomi 
movement to establish itself; right now, it 
doesn’t need these movements. 

This brings us to the third crucial differ- 
ence — the absence of a robust Opposition.

Even at the height of the Ram Janmabhoomi 
movement, non-BJP parties offered a credi- 
ble political and ideological alternative. 
Mulayam Singh Yadav was mobilising 
Yadavs, Muslims and some other backward 
class groups into a cohesive electoral constit- 
uency, and Kanshi Ram was stitching 
together Dalits and small backward groups 
into a new vote bank. In contrast,the Opposi- 
tion today is fragmented and weak - the 
Samajwadi Party faces a serious challenge of 
expanding its appeal and the Bahujan Samaj 
Party is in an existential tailspin. 

So, how will this moment evolve, and what 
will the government’s role be? Though the 
new disputes may not be as important to the 
BJP, they keep the pot boiling and give the 
more extreme elements of its coalition an 
ideological goal at a time of increasing eco- 
nomic distress. Moreover, it puts the Opposi- 
tion in a bind. Even if the courts put an end to 
the dispute for now, it will simmer until 
there is social reconciliation, or a political 
signal that enough is enough. Will that hap- 
pen? Only time will tell.

In the Philippines, the fall 
and rise of the Marcos family 


know 36 years is a long time in the 
Philippines, where 70% of the people 
were not even born in 1986, but I’m 
still flummoxed and stunned by the 
fact the son of the tyrant Ferdinand Mar- 
cos — renowned for his corruption, plun- 
der, embezzlement, and cruelty - who 
ruled for two decades, including 10 years of 
martial law, won a landslide victory and 
has become the new president of the archi- 
pelago. This must be one of the strangest 
things to happen in history. Just a year ago, 
the return of Marcos rule was inconceiva- 
ble. Possibly unimaginable. Last Monday, 
Bongbong, to use the son’s popular moni- 
ker, realised the almost impossible. 
However, let me explain by first going 
back to 1986. Marcos Pere was standing for 
his fourth term as president, opposed by 
Corazon Aquino. Three years earlier, her 
husband, Benigno, had been assassinated 
on the tarmac of Manila airport. He was 
returning from exile to challenge Marcos. 
Cory, as she was affectionately called, took 
up the challenge. The election was rigged 
and a fraudulent result announced in Mar- 


cos’s favour. 

Within hours the Philippines erupted. 
Tens of millions poured onto the streets. 
The delightfully named Cardinal Sin led 
the protests. Even Marcos’ defence minis- 
ter and army chief deserted him. The term 
“People’s Power” was coined to describe 
this revolution. It was electrifying. The 
world held its breath for three long days, 
anxiously wondering what would happen. 

On February 26, the Marcoses fled the 
country, seeking sanctuary in Hawaii. Now 
consider what they took. Then, what they 
left behind. A 23-page United States (US) 
Customs record shows they arrived with 
22 wooden crates, 12 suitcases and count- 
less boxes. Their luggage contained clothes 
to fill 67 racks, 413 pieces of jewellery, 70 
pairs of jewel-studded cufflinks, 24 gold 
bricks inscribed “To my husband on our 
24th anniversary”, $717 million in cash, $4 
million unset precious gems contained in 
Pampers diaper boxes, 65 Seiko and Cart- 
ier watches and deposit slips for banks in 
the US, Switzerland and the Cayman 
Islands worth $124 million. 


Left behind at Malacanang Palace were 
3,000 pairs of shoes belonging to his wife 
Imelda Marcos, 15 mink coats, 508 couture 
gowns, many with their Bergdorf Good- 
man labels still attached. 

Amnesty International claims that dur- 
ing Marcos’ 20-year presidency from 1965 
to 1986, 70,000 people were imprisoned, 
34,000 tortured and 3,240 documented as 
killed. The newspaper Bulatlat claims 
120,000 were, in fact, detained. 

Marcos died in 1989. Imelda is still alive. 
The BBC says she has several “convictions 
connected to an estimated total of $10 bil- 
lion of plundered money”. 

Not surprisingly, in the 1980s and 90s, 
Ferdinand Marcos was hated and reviled. 
Today, his eponymously named son is 
politically beloved. How did that happen? 

This is a question that is much asked 
and will be debated for a long time. Let me 
suggest three early, hesitant and incom- 
plete answers. First, during the decades of 
Marcos tyranny, Ilocos Norte, their strong- 
hold, was pampered and protected. So 
Bongbong always had a base from which 
to begin again. Second, social media and 
sheer disinformation have literally white- 
washed the past. Statista claims Filipinos 
spend four hours a day on social networks 
compared to just two in the United King- 
dom. Consequently, stories of Marcos’ tyr- 
anny and corruption are considered fake 
news. In fact, his dictatorship is now called 
“a golden period”. History has been rewrit- 
ten and the Marcos dictatorship is painted 
in soft, alluring colours. 

Third, Bongbong’s running mate is the

daughter of the outgoing president, Sara 
Duterte-Carpio. She brings with her, her 
father’s popularity. 

The closest India has come to anything 
similar is the fall and rise of Indira Gandhi 
between 1977 and 1979. In Britain some- 
thing similar, but opposite, happened; 
within months of winning World War II 
when Winston Churchill lost the election. 
But the Marcos saga is in a different league 
altogether. 

If there’s a lesson for us in South Asia, 
it’s don’t write off the Congress. There 
could still be another Gandhi prime minis- 
ter. Even the Rajapaksas could rise again.

When two views on marital 
rape divided the Delhi HC 


n cases challenging a law’s constitu- 

tionality, the courts must grapple with 

questions of both social and political 

values, and their own role in the con- 
stitutional scheme. This week, in RIT 
Foundation v Union of India, a rare thing 
happened: Two judges of the Delhi High 
Court split right down the middle in their 
conception of both the marital relationship 
and of the role judges play in the constitu- 
tional framework. Section 376 of 
the Indian Penal Code (IPC) 
makes rape a criminal offence 
but makes an exception for “sex- 
ual intercourse or sexual acts by 
aman with his own wife”. This 
exception was under challenge. 

Justice Rajiv Shakdher called 
the marital rape exception 
(MRE) “steeped in patriarchy 
and misogyny” and said a hus- 
band’s “conjugal expectation” to have sex- 
ual intercourse with his wife does not give 
him an unfettered right to have sex with- 
out his wife’s consent. “Modern day mar- 
riage,” Justice Shakdher held, “is a rela- 
tionship of equals... Consensual sex is at 
the heart of a healthy and joyful marital 
relationship.” 

While justice C Hari Shankar agreed 
that “conjugal rights... end where bodily 
autonomy begins”, he found that non-con- 
sensual sex by a husband within marriage 
does not amount to “rape”. There are other 
provisions of the IPC, such as Sections 
304-B (dowry death), 306 (abetment to sui- 
cide) and 498-A (cruelty), that can be

invoked where non-consensual sex has 
occurred, but a married man cannot be 
called a “rapist”. The judge compared rape 
by a stranger with marital rape, to con- 
clude that a wife forced to have sex with 
her husband “on occasion” does not feel 
the same degree of outrage as a woman 
raped by a stranger. 

These are two opposing views of the 
sexual bond in marriage. Given that mar- 
riage is a social institution that 
affects most people’s lives, this is a 
judgment people must read for 
themselves to contemplate these 
divergent views. Do we -as rights- 
bearing citizens —- think that 
forced, non-consensual sex within 
a marriage is rape? Is it more 
humiliating to be forced to have 
non-consensual sex by your hus- 
band than to be raped a stranger? 
Conversely, what is a married couple’s 
experience of a sexual relationship based 
on mutual consent? If a wife can expect to 
be treated as an equal in the bedroom, how 
might she then assert her equality in other 
spheres? 

The court has also differed on the role 
that the judiciary plays while examining 
social and political questions. Under the 
doctrine of separation of powers, the judi- 
ciary, executive and the legislature operate 
in different spheres. One organ cannot take 
over the functions of the others. As a corol- 
lary, courts are often called upon to exer- 
cise “restraint” by deferring to the pre- 
sumed wisdom of the legislature which is

assumed to know what the people want. 

Justice Shakdher notes that the court is 
faced with a legal question: Does the MRE 
violate the fundamental right to equality, a 
woman’s right to bodily autonomy, and 
self-expression? While the judiciary, he 
says, ought to defer to the legislature in 
matters of economic policy, the court is 
obliged to decide questions of fundamental 
rights violations by States. Shunning this 
responsibility would amount to abandon- 
ing the court’s constitutional duty. Both 
the Union and the Delhi government 
refrained from expressing an opinion 
before the court. Thus, Justice Shakdher 
notes, “Practically, the State made no case 
for or against the continuance of the 
impugned provisions on the statute.” 

By contrast, having found the MRE does 
not violate the equality clause (because 
non-consensual sex with a stranger anda 
husband are fundamentally different), Jus- 
tice Hari Shankar holds the court cannot

strike down a law merely because it feels 
that the act should be an offence. It is for 
the legislature to make marital rape an 
offence, and the most the court can do is to 
recommend this change to the legislature. 

To have a society free of sexual violence, 
our most intimate relationships must be 
based on equality. Every incursion into the 
family is marked by doubt and hesitation 
as to the effect that it will have on society. 
Yet, where the legislature and executive 
hesitate to act or even express an opinion, 
the court must exercise its role in the con- 
stitutional scheme as the guardian of fun- 
damental rights. The Delhi High Court has 
granted parties leave to appeal before the 
Supreme Court (SC). In 2018, the Gujarat 
high court had held marital rape should be 
criminalised. It is now for the SC to decide 
between these differing views.

he new realities of today such as the 
challenges of the climate crisis, the 
pandemic and conflict in many 
regions of the world call for a 
change in traditional foreign policy 
approaches. India has emerged as a major 
voice on the world stage on several of these 
issues, all which call for gender inclusion. A 
recent report from the think-tank Kuber- 
nein Initiative and the Konrad Adeneur Stif- 
tung Foundation takes a fresh look at apply- 
ing a gender mainstreaming lens to our for- 
eign policy’s future. The report suggests 
that India has made considerable progress 
in terms of applying a gender lens to foreign 
policymaking and also increased represen- 
tation — but more structure is needed. 

A gender inclusive foreign policy will 
give India greater agency in the growing 
global discourse on the intersectionality of 
foreign affairs with the other pressing 
issues of the day such as the climate crisis, 
health, trade, and multilateral agreements. 
The presidency of the G20 which goes to 
New Delhi next year offers an opportunity 
to try and shape discussions on all these, 
currently largely western-centric. G20 coor- 
dinator and former foreign secretary Harsh 
Vardhan Shringla says, “India’s narrative 
recognises the centrality of gender equality 
and women’s empowerment in all aspects 
of its development has been prioritised and 
will be a cross-cutting theme during India’s 
upcoming presidency.” 

Given the robust performance of the 
ministry of external affairs, India can offer 
a unique perspective on redefining existing 
frameworks and move the needle on inclu- 
sivity, based on the experiences of diverse 
communities which would bring in aspects 
of vulnerability, inclusivity and equity. 

Moving forward, the report suggests that 
we consider gender mainstreaming in a for- 
eign policy approach that is rooted in the 
Indian context. While training and sensiti- 
sation at the leadership level is ongoing at

the Sushma Swaraj Institute of Foreign Ser- 
vice, greater capacity building and 
informed discourse within a defined frame- 
work and structure could result in a more 
inclusive policy down the line. Lakshmi 
Puri, former assistant secretary general of 
the United Nations (UN) and former deputy 
executive director of UN Women, who 
played a significant role in framing this 
report, says, “India is well-placed to be a 
champion for promoting gender parity, 
advancing gender equality-related global 
and regional norms including in forums 
like G20, mainstreaming it into develop- 
ment cooperation and in leading cam- 
paigns worldwide following an all-of-gov- 
ernment, all-of-society approach.” 

We need systemic changes to allow for 
greater advancement of women and more 
diverse voices in the foreign service. As 
Ambika Vishwanath, director of Kubernein 
Initiative, says, “We have already seen 
progress in terms of numbers, however in 
the space of policy-making and implemen- 
tation, there needs to be a more formal, 
designed structure that builds on our posi- 
tive experiences and could present a frame- 
work for other countries as well.” 

There are no soft issues anymore in 
today’s world. Natural disasters, health, the 
climate crisis, human security and technol- 
ogy, and disruptions in governance systems 
are interrelated and all these must be seen 
through a gender lens. 

According to research data, countries 
which have a robust gender equal foreign 
policy have seen multiple benefits in educa- 
tion, health and human security. 

India may not announce a formal gender 
inclusive foreign policy soon but given our 
increasing visibility on the global stage, we 
can certainly make a difference to the con- 
versation both internally and externally.

The world’s foremost expert on the elusive snow leopard just won his second 
Whitley award (also called the Green Oscars). See how, over 25 years, he 
reached into villages and across borders to build a network of residents, 
governments and ecologists committed to protecting the vulnerable big cat

obody knows how 
many snow leopards 
there are in the wild, 
not even Charudutt 
Mishra, the world’s 
foremost expert on the 
big cat, and he’s been 
studying them for 25 
years. The spotted grey feline that lives in the 
snowcapped mountains of Asia is so elusive 
that a single photograph taken in 1970 circu- 
lated for two decades. 

Mishra had his first sighting in 2006, a 
decade after he began working in the field. 
“After crossing the Parilungbi river that 
drains into the Spiti Valley in Himachal Pra- 
desh, we were climbing up a steep gorge. 
Each time I halted to catch my breath, I 
scanned the opposite slope. Suddenly, what 
I had thought was a rock came alive,” says 
Mishra, 51. “It was sublime. The chill from 
the ice-cold river disappeared. The pain from 
taking a fall in the water was forgotten.” 

Despite their name and habitat, snow 
leopards avoid snow when they can, he adds. 
“The Monpa people of Arunachal Pradesh 
have a much more appropriate name for 
them: Takshen, leopard of the rocks.” 

There are an estimated 4,000 to 6,500 
snow leopards left in the wild. “But these are 
just guesses,” Mishra says. The animal is so 
shy and elusive, its habitats so hard to access, 
that there has never been a comprehensive 
count (one of the things Mishra is now work- 
ing to change, across 12 countries.) 

What is certain is that this is an at-risk 
species. In addition to the natural challenges 
it faces, it has been classified as vulnerable by 
the International Union for Conservation of 
Nature (IUCN). As with most species, the rea- 
sons are interlinked — overgrazing by live- 
stock has caused populations of the snow 
leopard’s natural prey to dwindle, forcing it 
to snatch livestock from local human settle- 
ments, which has prompted scores of retalia- 





tory killings over decades. Meanwhile, its 
habitat is changing too, as a result of the cli- 
mate crisis and current human activity (pro- 
jects even in its remote mountain habitats 
include mines and roads). 

In 1996, when Mishra first visited the Spiti 
Valley for his doctoral research in ecology 
and natural resource conservation, a snow 
leopard had recently entered the village of 
Kibber and killed some heads of livestock. 
Locals told him a graphic tale of how they 
killed the leopard. What was agonising to 
hear, Mishra adds, was that the villagers then 
lined up to beat the carcass and curse it for 
causing them so much hardship. 

That's the first half of a story that Mishra 
often tells. The second half is set 17 years 
later, and has a happy ending. “In 2019, an 
older snow leopard fell into a gorge and 
died,” Mishra says. “This time around, the 
people of Kibber retrieved the carcass and 
cremated it with full Buddhist rites, and the 
auspicious scarf reserved for revered guests.” 

For his role in driving this change, Mishra 
won his first Whitley award, in 2005. Last 
week, he won his second. 

That first one was for setting up India’s 
first community-run livestock insurance pro- 
gramme, in Spiti. Launched in 2002 and still 
highly successful, it insures each head of live- 
stock for a certain sum, which is paid out in 
case of a snow-leopard attack. 

Under the scheme, herders must agree to 
let the snow leopard take the livestock it has 
killed, so it doesn’t unduly kill more; and they 
must commit to preserving small swathes of

grassland as grazing grounds for its natural 
prey, which are wild sheep, wild goats, blue 
sheep and the ibex. 

The programme is sustained through 
grants and the funds such as the Whitley 
prize of £100,000 (about Rs 95 lakh) and has 
expanded over the years to several other 
countries with snow leopard habitats, 
including Mongolia, Pakistan and China. 

Mishra won this year’s Whitley award for 
taking his larger conservation efforts global. 
In 2015, he played a key role in a multi-orga- 
nisational effort to get all 12 snow leopard 
range countries to form a conservation alli- 
ance. Already, this Global Snow Leopard and 
Ecosystem Protection Program (GSLEP) is 
working to combat illegal wildlife trade and 
poaching, ease human-animal conflict and 
promote conservation programmes. It is also 
conducting the world’s first snow-leopard 
population assessment, with a final tally 
expected in end-2023. 

In Himachal Pradesh, the count has been 
conducted by researchers from the Nature 
Conservation Foundation, a non-governmen- 
tal organisation that Mishra co-founded in 
1996. Mishra also serves as director of the 
Seattle-based Snow Leopard Trust. And in 
2009 he helped draft and formalise Project 
Snow Leopard with the Government of India, 
which serves as a guiding policy for snow 
leopard conservation, with a special empha- 
sis on grassroot involvement. 


he snow leopard is so elusive, its 
nickname is Ghost of the Moun- 
tains. It lives at higher altitudes 
than any other big cat. 

When Mishra began his field career, in 
1996, these regions were a lot more remote 
than they are now. He was often 100 km from 
the nearest town. What helped, he says, was 
the warmth with which he was welcomed 
into the community at Kibber, where he 
started out. “I had the privilege of being 
accepted as one of their own. High-altitude 
volleyball matches and parties involving 
local brews made it all rather easy and fun.” 

Technology has changed a lot in these 
regions. There are cellphones and satellite 
TV; roads stay open through the winter. And 
in research and conservation, technology is 
making it possible to actually get to know the 
Ghost of the Mountains at least a bit better. 

Since 2008, Mishra’s team has been work- 
ing with the Snow Leopard Trust’s Mongo- 


lian partner on long-term GPS collaring and 
monitoring. Over 10 years, 33 individuals 
across generations have been tracked. “This 
is a larger dataset than that the combined 
dataset of all the other collaring studies ever 
undertaken on snow leopards,” Mishra says. 

The findings have been revelatory. “Ear- 
lier, we thought the home range of a single 
snow leopard was about 20 sq km to 40 sq 
km,” Mishra says. That’s a figure from when 
researchers used handheld radio telemetry 
to track snow leopards in their habitats. “It 
turns out that this was more the home range 
of the researchers than the big cat.” 

GPS monitoring now shows that the home 
range of a snow leopard is about 100 sq km 
for females and 200 sq km for males. “This 
tells us, for instance, that the protected areas 
across High-Mountain Asia are too small to 
protect a viable population. So if we really 
want to protect snow leopards, we have to 
build relationships with locals. The way I see 
it, interaction between snow leopards, live- 
stock and people is inevitable.” 

It’s important to get this effort right, he 
adds, in scale and approach. “Conservation 
partnerships with local communities must 
be founded on mutual respect and trust. 
These are not easy and take a long time to 
cultivate.” Mishra plans to use the Whitley 
prize money to launch a training programme 
for conservationists and local communities 
across 1.5 lakh sq km of snow-leopard habitat 
in the 12 countries. “A lot of conservation is 
based on human relationships. The relation- 
ship must be that of equal partners, not 
donor-recipient,” he says. 

Retaliatory killings of snow leopards 
among partner communities in Spiti and 
Ladakh has fallen to zero, so it’s safe to say 
Mishra knows what he’s talking about.

Snow leopards live in the glacial 
highlands of Central Asia, a 
region that is spread across 12 
countries: China (which is 
estimated to have the largest 
snow-leopard population), 
Nepal, Bhutan, India, Pakistan, Afghan- 
istan, Tajikistan, Kyrgyzstan, Uzbekistan, 
Kazakhstan, Mongolia and Russia. 


In India, snow leopards live in 
the Higher Himalayas and 
Trans-Himalayas.

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n April, The New York Times pub- 
lished a review of Elden Ring, the 
recent release by FromSoftware. The 
piece, by Brian X Chen, met with 
scorn and derision in the notoriously 
vocal areas of the internet dedicated 
to gaming. Part of the problem was that the 
review attributed the success of the game to 
the fact that it “evokes the hardship and dis- 
appointment of the pandemic”. 

The Washington Post’s Gene Park wrote a 
quick rebuttal, saying the success of Elden 
Ring had everything to do, instead, with how 
its developers have designed and iterated on 
a successful formula for I years: “Elden Ring 
is a triumph, a milestone for the video games 
industry. For that, you can thank the people 
who made the game, and the people who 
play it — not circumstance.” 

Park’s statement goes to the root of the 
problem. At its core, the question is: What 
makes a game work, or not work? The same 
question applies to film criticism, but there it 
can be answered after a thorough viewing. A 
reviewer looks at the elements that make up 
the experience — script, screenplay, cinema- 
tography, acting etc — and offers a verdict. 

A game reviewer factors in all these, as 
well as the most important aspect, gameplay 
experience. And here’s where the problem 
lies. Games are long. The Witcher 3 can take 
32 hours (if you rush through it) or 180 hours 
(ifyou’re a completionist). An average Elden 
Ring playthrough takes 104 hours, and the 
experience changes based on style of play. A 
melee build, where the player prefers weap- 
ons such as swords and halberds, plays very 
differently from a magic build. 

Many games provide different paths 
through their story. In The Witcher 2, the 
player must choose one of two paths at the 
end of the game’s first chapter. Each is a 
unique adventure. A full gameplay experi- 
ence, then, would involve playing it twice. 


NEW GAMES WILL CHANGE, GET 
UPDATES, ACQUIRE COMMUNITIES. 
SO THE MOST EFFECTIVE REVIEWS 
ARE OFTEN THE RETROSPECTIVES 





There are games that change based on 
one’s actions in-game. In Pathfinder: Wrath 
of the Righteous, there are 10 “mythic” paths, 
each of which provides the player with differ- 
ent powers, abilities, quests and companions. 
A standard playthrough of any one path 
takes about 130 hours. 

There’s another variable that comes into 
play when the game is multiplayer or has a 
multiplayer component. In Elden Ring, play- 
ers can “summon” other players to help 
defeat powerful enemies. There’s a player 
who goes by the handle Let Me Solo Her who 
has already become a legend anda meme in 
the Elden Ring community. One can sum- 
mon him to help defeat the game’s toughest 
boss, Malenia. 

With variables like these, how can a 
reviewer predict the online experience? 

With movies, the film one sees 10 years 
after release is the same film that premiere 
audiences saw. With video games, this is no 
longer true. Games are usually buggier on 
release. Like any complex computer pro- 
gram, they are supported by patches and hot- 
fixes; developers add features, alter features, 
work to smooth out glitches. 

There is DLC (downloadable content), 
which may add anything from new gear to 
complete storylines with multiple quests. 
The game you play a year after release is 
often a different release from the game you 
played on day one. 

In that context, the best reviews are often 
retrospectives. Take No Man’s Sky. The game 
was a huge disappointment when it was 
launched in 2016. Critics panned it, and it 
received “Overwhelmingly Negative” ratings 
on Steam. Five years and multiple updates 
later, creator Sean Murray tweeted that the 
game now had “Mostly Positive” ratings. 

When it comes to real-time reviews, 
admittedly an important first step, one is 
more likely to get the best read from Twitch 
streamers, YouTubers or Redditors, who 
spend hours a day in gaming worlds. 

For now, their verdict on Elden Ring is 
clear. It is FromSoftware’s most popular 
game yet, outstripping Pokemon Legends: 
Arceus with 12 million copies sold in the first 
17 days. Among its top draws, gamers say, are 
its detailed aesthetic, nuanced gameplay, and 
the way it pays tribute to classic templates 
but dares to go beyond them, allowing it to 
feel refreshing and still familiar.

Feet of endurance

he boy was so thin and small, any- 

one could nudge him off the ball. 

The coaches and talent scouts were 

in a quandary. The boy was also a 
wonder. The ball stuck to his feet like glue. 
He could move... darting, swerving, feinting. 
Shy and quiet, he transformed into an elec- 
tric eel on the field. 

In the end, the coaches concurred. His tal- 
ent trumped the fact that he was critically 
underweight. They were in one of the Colom- 
bia’s poorest districts after all. In La Guajira, 
on the northernmost tip of the country, along 
the Caribbean coastline, malnutrition was a 
fact of life. Few youngsters from this region 
found careers in sport. 

Once in a while there was an opportunity, 
as in this case, when Atletico Junior, a foot- 
ball club in Colombia’s top division, visited to 
conduct open trials. That was in 2015. More 
than 3,000 boys turned up. Among the few 
chosen to join the club’s youth system was 
the scrawny 17-year-old with matchstick legs, 
Luis Diaz. 

A few months later, Diaz had his first taste 
of international travel when he played for 
Colombia at the Copa America of Indigenous 
Peoples in Chile (Diaz is of the Wayuu, the 
largest indigenous community in Colombia). 





He flew for the first time in his life. Played 
under the guidance of Carlos Valderrama, he 
of the sun-god hair, Colombia’s greatest foot- 
balling legend. Valderrama reportedly called 
him “a young Lionel Messi”. 

Fast-forward seven years and Diaz, now 
25, is lighting up football fields at the highest 
level. It’s been less than five months since he 
joined Liverpool, but he is already shining 
something fierce, even in that team of glitter- 
ing stars operating at the peak of their ability. 

Diaz is on course for a gloriously weird 
feat: he could end this season with six title 
triumphs. Liverpool have already won the 
EFL Cup in February. Two more Cup finals 
are lined up this month: the FA Cup, and the 
big one, the Champions League. The sensa- 
tional battle for premiership between Liver- 
pool and Manchester City, which I wrote 
about last month, is still on. Diaz is also eligi- 
ble for a winners’ medal if Porto, the team he 
moved from in January, win the Portuguese 
Primeira Liga and the Taca de Portugal. 
Porto are in the Cup final and are sitting 
pretty at the top of the Liga standings. 

Meanwhile, Diaz has slipped into the Liv- 
erpool first squad as if he’s been playing on 
the team for years, and he’s been absolutely 
critical to the Reds’ European campaign. 

In the first leg against Benfica in the 
Champions League quarterfinals, Diaz set up 
Sadio Mane for Liverpool’s second and then 
scored the final goal, ghosting past the 
defence to latch on to a throughball. Both the 
assist and the goal proved to be game chang- 
ers. Liverpool were held 3-3 by Benfica in the 
second leg. 

In the second, away leg, against Villarreal 
in the semis, Liverpool struggled in the first 
half, down by two goals. Then Diaz rocked 
up from the bench and changed the colour of 
the game. He was mesmeric. His close con- 
trol was a thing of joy. He unnerved the 
whole defence with his dribbling and trick- 
ery. He insidiously popped up in pockets of 
space; in one such instance, he scored. 

Diaz is symbolic of all that being a Liver- 
pool player means under Jurgen Klopp. A 
canny signing, scouted and tracked by people 
who have a peerless eye for big talent, 
swooped in and picked up at a relative bar- 
gain from a club in desperate need of money 
(remember the signings of Sadio Mane, Andy 
Robertson, Georginio Wijnaldum and Joel 
Matip?). A tireless player, running and fight- 
ing for his team all day long. Magic in his 
feet. And, most of all, a sense of joy every 
time he steps on the pitch.

ne of the easiest ways to 
say “This is us” is through 
food. Alongside race and 
dress, it is among the 
clearest markers of iden- 
tity and “otherness”. It is 
also why food that is dra- 
matically different is so 
often viewed with suspicion. 

In his first book, James Beard Award-win- 
ning food writer Mayukh Sen, 30, revisits the 
tales of seven women from different cultures 
who made the US their home from the 1910s 
on, fought to have the food of their cultures 
acknowledged, understood and embraced. 
And in doing so, contributed to a sweeping 
change in how Americans eat. 

“People of colour, immigrants, immigrant 
women of colour, queer people, are often not 
honoured sufficiently in cultural memory. 
They are not remembered as someone like, 
say, Julia Child is remembered,” says Sen, a 
Brooklyn-based child of Bengali immigrants. 

And so the women featured in Taste Mak- 
ers: Seven Immigrant Women Who Revolu- 
tionized Food in America (WW Norton & 
Company; 2022) include the Indian executive 
chef Julie Sahni, 76, whose cookbook Classic 
Indian Cooking (1980) was a proud showcase 
of India’s many cuisines, and became a hand- 
book for Indian women struggling to recre- 
ate the flavours of home in North America. 

Also featured is the visually challenged 
Mexican chef Elena Zelayeta (1898 - 1974); 
the Jamaican-born restaurateur Norma 
Shirley (1938 — 2010); and the Iranian-Ameri- 
can Najmieh Batmanglij, 75, who had to self- 
publish her cookbooks in the 1970s, a time of 
great anti-Iranian sentiment in America, 

and continues to do so.

Excerpts from an interview. 


A lot of your food writing focuses on 
people from marginalised groups... 

When I started writing this book, a lot of 
talk about immigrants in the food media was 
along the lines of, “Immigrants get the job 
done” and “Immigrants feed America”. This 
inadvertently reinforces this idea that the 
worth and value of immigrant lives in Amer- 
ica must be measured by what they can pro- 
vide to a certain kind of privileged consumer. 

I wanted to reorient my reader’s gaze and 
honour the creative aspirations of immi- 
grants. Through this book I wanted to restore 
to public memory the lives of these figures 
who changed the way we cook and eat in 
America and around the world. 


Why did you pick these 7 women? 

Part of the reason is that, when they 
started their food careers, they barely knew 
how to boil water; that mirrors my own tra- 
jectory. I never planned on being a food 
writer. Growing up in suburban New Jersey 
in a Bengali immigrant household I always 
perceived food-writing to be the domain of 
rich, straight, white men. The idea that you 
can come to a place that seems intimidating, 
and realise you have a place there, and have 
found a voice in some way, is so inspiring. 


You call Sahni’s journey fascinating... 
What fascinates me about Julie is that 
she’s worn so many hats. Before she got into 
food, she was a dancer, an architect and a 
city planner. Within the food world, she was 
arestaurant chef, a cookbook author, a cook- 
ing teacher. That is great material in narra- 
tive terms. And I knew wanted to include a 
figure from South Asia because South Asian 
flavours, whether Indian, Bangladeshi or 
Pakistani, have left such a deep impression 
on the way Americans cook and eat today. 


What were your meetings like? 

I spent several hours interviewing her in 
her Brooklyn apartment. She herself is an 
archive. It was nice to see all the photos she 
had of herself with big power players in the 
culinary world. One memory that lingers is 
seeing a photo of her with another Indian- 
born chef, the late Raji Jallepalli, who 
worked in the American South and blended 
Indian flavours with French technique. 
That’s another fascinating story. 












What struck you most, as you uncov- 
ered the stories of these women and 
their struggles? 

I don’t know where to start! I'd say that all 
seven of these women were working in a sys- 
tem that wasn’t always willing to hear them. 
When it comes to the Mexican-born Elena 
Zelayeta, who lost her sight in adulthood, I 
was struck, for instance, by how often head- 
lines about her framed her in terms of her 
disability, calling her “the blind cook.” It was 
as if her creative vision didn’t matter as 
much as her blindness. 

In Julie’s case, I was drawn to what she 
told me about America’s understanding of 
India back in the late 1960s, when she first 
arrived in New York. There was a romanti- 
cised fascination with superficial aspects of 
Indian culture thanks to George Harrison 
and The Beatles. But that curiosity didn’t 
extend to the food. There was a degree of 
prejudice surrounding Indian cuisine. 

What stood out to me in my conversations 
with the Iranian Najmieh Batmanglij was the 
fact that there have — according to her — 
been no enticing offers from publishing 
houses, over a nearly four-decade career. 


You've said that it’s wrong to use food 
writing as an “escape”. Why? 

I began writing about food professionally 
just after the 2016 (Donald Trump) election 
in America. I noticed that so many people 
seemed to treat food as apolitical by design. 
Readers were coming to certain food publi- 
cations to escape and to not think about the 
horrors and realities of American life. But 
food can be a clarifying window into a lot of 
the world’s inequities rather than a distrac- 
tion from them. 

Many readers want to know how America 
became this melting pot of cultures. I wanted 
to show my readers that there was great 
struggle involved in making that reality pos- 
sible, and you see just a portion of that strug- 
gle in the stories of these seven women.

Another side 
to summer 


It’s hotter now, but it’s always been scorching. 
So how did we manage before the AC? With 
inventiveness, adaptation and great company 


iving through these interminable 

days of blazing heat, every month 

seemingly among the hottest on 

record, all we can do is hunker down 
and ask ourselves: How are we going to bear 
it? 

Which set me thinking: How did we live 
through the Indian summer, particularly the 
fierce north Indian summer, in a pre-air-con- 
ditioning world? I spoke to my aunts, who 
were schoolgirls in the 50s. To my baffle- 
ment, I discovered that they didn’t remember 
the heat at all. What they remembered was 
an unhurried, pleasant rhythm to the long 
days and nights, a rhythm created to keep the 
house and its inhabitants as cool as possible. 

So here it is: a day in the life of a 1950s 
north Indian summer in a Kanpur bungalow. 

Let’s start with the night. Everyone slept 
under the open sky, either on the lawn or in 
the courtyard, their cots draped with thin 
mosquito nets. Pedestal fans and table fans, 
placed at either end of a row of beds, created 
a gentle breeze. The more elegant members 
of the family placed fragrant moti gajras, 
slightly dampened, next to their pillows. 

The family woke and bathed early. At 
about Il am, all the chiks were lowered and 
the giant desert coolers would be switched 
on, which radiated cool air through the deli- 
ciously darkened rooms. Lunch was served 
early, around one. After that, the older mem-

were spent gathered in open spaces for a game of cards or a musical performance. 


bers of the family would retire for a nap. The 
children were not allowed out in the scorch- 
ing midday heat (though the more adventur- 
ous would steal out to climb the mango 
trees), so they would usually crowd into one 
bedroom and play indoor games, ludo, car- 
rom, cards (teen-do-paanch, rummy, bluff). 
Or they would read books and magazines; 
the Hindi magazine Chandamama, with its 
colourful illustrations and thrilling stories of 
Vikram and Betal, assorted kings and mon- 
sters, was most popular. 

In the evenings, as the sun’s fury abated, 
cooling drinks were passed around: aam ka 
panna, bel ka sherbet, masala chhas, nimbu 
paani. There would be a homemade nashta 
of daal moth, mathri, namak paara. At twi- 
light, water would be sprinkled on the 
ground in the aangan and other open areas, 
in preparation for the night when the cots 
would be lined up under the starry skies. 

Meal times followed a pattern too. There 
was always a mutton curry, but no fish (May 


to August, peak summer and monsoon, used 
to be a hard time to find fresh fish, or keep 
fish fresh). Seasonal summer vegetables such 
as lauki, turai and tinda were staples, but 
since these were not considered the most 
appetising, the kitchen would turn out dishes 
made of besan, such as gatte and taka paisa, 
or daal kebabs. Pudina and dhania chutneys 
were a must with every meal. Summer fruits 
like mango and melon were eaten every day. 

There was no fridge; the first refrigerator 
(GEC) arrived only in 1957. Food was stored 
in large, latticed wooden boxes with a fine 
mesh. There were ice boxes too, for which 
large ice slabs would be ordered from the 
bazaar. These were never used to cool water, 
which was always drunk out of earthen sura- 
his and ghadas. 

It helped that the houses were built with 
thick walls and high ceilings, with excellent 
cross-ventilation. The first AC arrived only in 
the late 50s, but as my aunts all said, “Did we 
really need it? We're not sure.”

A lot of sweet nothings 





t was while analysing chemical com- 
pounds in coal tar that Russian res- 
earcher Constantin Fahlberg (below) 
of Johns Hopkins University discov- 
ered the world’s first artificial sweetener. 

After working in his lab all day, Fahlberg 
grabbed a piece of bread at dinner and 
found that it tasted sweet. He rushed back to 
his beakers and, the story goes, tasted every 
ingredient he had worked with. It turned 
out that benzoic sulfimide was the sweet- 
ener. And so, in 1879, saccharin was born. 

Fahlberg took its name from the Latin 
word for sugar (saccharum), which in turn 
has roots in the Sanskrit sharkara. He pat- 
ented the compound in 1885, and soon 
began the first factory to produce saccharin, 
in Germany. 

Because the body does not metabolise 
artificial sweeteners, they pass right 
through, and are therefore 
among the few things that are 
truly zero-calorie. As such, 
saccharin caught on with 
diabetics as a sugar substi- 
tute. It began to be used asa 
sweetener in the pharma- 
ceutical industry. And since 
it was 300 times sweeter than 
sugar, companies such as Coca- 
Cola began using it to reduce costs. 

But was benzoic sulfimide safe to 
consume? The question plagued chemist 
and food safety activist Harvey Wiley. As the 
processed foods segment boomed in the US 
— we've talked recently about breakfast 
cereals, chocolate bars and jams, all of 
which were being mass-produced for the 
first time in this period — Wiley began to 
campaign for uniform standards and 
greater transparency. It was his efforts that 
led to the formation of the US Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) in 1906. 

But even then-President Theodore Roos- 
evelt, who signed the FDA Act into law, 
would not hear ill of saccharin. He was tak- 
ing it, on doctor’s orders. “Anybody who 
says saccharin is injurious to health is an 
idiot,” the portly gentleman reportedly said. 

Over the next 80 years, a range of chemi- 
cal sweeteners was developed: aspartame, 
acesulfame potassium (Ace-K), sucralose. 

All artificial sweeteners have some things 
in common: They are not found in nature, 
but are manufactured in labs. They are sev- 
eral hundred times sweeter than sugar. 










Which of these treats was made using an 
artificial sweetener? The answer could be 
any, or all. But even with no calories, there 
are risks to overusing sugar substitutes. 


They have zero calories. 

Through the decades there has been talk 
of links to cancer, obesity, but no clear evi- 
dence has been found in human trials. 
While there has been controversy over the 
possible impact of long-term use, govern- 
ments around the world have approved 
most non-nutritive sweeteners, with the 
rider of some limits for safe consumption. 

New studies do suggest, however, that 
artificial sweeteners such as saccharin, 
sucralose and aspartame can negatively 
impact the gut microbiome. 

An alternative emerged in the 1990s, 
when non-caloric sweeteners began to be 
extracted from plants such as stevia and 
monk fruit. There are two issues with this 
class of sweeteners: The first is that many 
leave a bitter aftertaste. The second is a far 

more significant one that affects all 
artificial sweeteners: the problem 
of retail packaging. 
You’d need just a few 
grains of any of these sweet- 
eners for a mug of coffee. So, 
to make them easy to use, 
they're packaged in sachets 
where most of the mass 
comes from bulking agents 
such as maltodextrin, a type of 
carbohydrate that not only has the 
same calories as sugar (1 tsp = 4 calo- 
ries) but has a higher glycemic index (105, 
against sugar’s 65)! 

Will there ever be a better answer? The 
next big thing in sugar substitutes is likely 
to be sugar alcohols (erythritol, maltitol, 
etc), which are naturally occurring substan- 
ces in plants and vegetables. Extracting 
them for mass production is expensive, 
though. Sugar alcohols are also less sweet 
than sugar. They contain fewer calories, but 
not zero. And too much of a sugar alcohol 
can cause bloating and gastric distress. 

For now, the best thing to do is assess the 
impact of the sweeteners you consume on 
your body. There’s a simple test: How do 
you feel after ingesting a product? If the 
answer is, “not great, actually”, switch to 
another one. After all, the market is full of 
big businesses trying hard to answer the 
age-old question of how to have your cake 
and eat it too.

Game, set and a new match

lements of two ancient Indian 

games, chess and ludo, have been 

blended to form a brand-new one — 

Squarace — in an unusual effort by a 
former ISRO engineer and a businessman, 
both from Indore. 

Itis both intriguing and a bit maddening 
to play, since the chess pieces move like 
chess pieces and require strategy and fore- 
thought, but the pace of play is determined 
by the die, which leaves that bit entirely up to 
chance. 

The game is meant to be hours of fun for 
the whole family (up to four people can play), 
and users say it’s helping their children 
develop an interest in chess. But it all began 
with ludo. During yet another lockdown last 
year, Ajitesh Sharma, 41, was watching his 
wife and son play ludo on their phones when 
he thought, ’What if] took two of India’s old-

est games, still popular thousands of years 
on, and combined them?” 

Sharma, a filmmaker who was formerly a 
mechanical engineer with the Indian Space 
Research Organisation (ISRO), reached out 
toa friend, printing and packaging business- 
man Dhirendra Rawat, 45, and together they 
got to work. 

It took four months of brainstorming with 
Rawat; Sharma’s wife Shilpa Sharma, 41, a 
fashion designer; and son Atiksh Sharma, 15, 
to create a board game that was fun and ade- 
quately represented the two root games. 

Here’s how it goes: In Squarace, a player 
can only start when their roll of the die yields 
a one or a six. They then get to take one of 
their four pieces out of the home square. 
Each of these four pegs is a different chess 
piece: knight, rook, bishop and queen. 

These pieces retain their ability to move as 
they would in chess: the bishop diagonally, 
the rook in straight lines, the knight in an L, 
the queen in any direction. But they can only 
move as many squares as the single die indi- 
cates. The ludo grid has been altered to 
accommodate some of the movements of 
chess, with double lanes instead of single 
ones. Any time a player rolls a one or a six, 
they can opt to take another of their chess 
pieces out of the home square, if they think it 
will help defeat an opponent. 

As in chess and ludo, an opponent's piece 
is vanquished if another player's lands on the 
same square; this piece must then return to 
its home square and start over. The game 
ends when all the pieces have crossed the fin- 
ish line with an exact throw of the die. 

Squarace was launched in March, priced 
at Rs 1,199, with a launch offer of Rs 800, and 
Sharma says 50 units have sold so far. The 
game won a silver in the entrant category at 
the US-based Muse Design Awards in 2021, 
and won in the board game / dexterity cate- 
gory at the US-based NYX Game Awards. 

“Unlike ludo, this is not a game of chance. 
The main challenge is in thinking ahead, and 
figuring out how best to use the pieces at 
hand,” says branding consultant Amit Koser- 
wal, 42, who has been playing the board- 
game with his Il-year-old son Ahaan. 

Sharma and Rawat are now working on 
their second game, one that aims to teach 
children about banking and finance. “It 
involves dice but also has cards, tokens, a 
mechanical banking system and unique 
character-based pieces,” says Rawat. “The 
aim is to help children understand stocks, 
fixed deposits, cryptocurrencies and other 
financial and banking instruments.”

KYIV: Russian troops are with- 
drawing from around Ukraine’s 
second-largest city after weeks of 
heavy bombardment, the 
Ukrainian military said on Satur- 
day, as Kyiv and Moscow’s forces 
engaged in a grinding battle for 
the country’s eastern industrial 
heartland. 

Ukraine’s general staff said

COLOMBO: Sri Lanka on Satur- 
day named the first ministers of 
a “unity” government tasked 
with rescuing the country from 
its crippling economic crisis, but 
which has failed to secure oppo- 
sition support. 

PM Ranil Wickremesinghe, 
appointed on Thursday, has 
attempted to put together a 
cross-party coalition that can 
begin mending the island 
nation’s decimated finances.

The planned nationwide dem- 
onstrations are a response to 
leaked draft opinion showing the 
United States Supreme Court’s 
conservative majority is consid- 
ering overturning Roe v. Wade, a 
landmark 1973 ruling guarantee- 
ing abortion access nationwide. 

“We're done with attacks on 
abortion. We’re marching 
TODAY to make our voices loud 
and clear,” read a tweet from the 
Women’s March, one of the 
groups behind the Bans Off Our 
Bodies protests. 

Protesters are expected in 
New York, Washington, Los 
Angeles, Austin and Chicago, as 
well as at hundreds of smaller 
events across the country. 

“This Saturday, our elected 
leaders hear us, Supreme Court 
justices hear us, companies 
who've funded anti-abortion 
interests hear us,” said Sonja 
Spoo, director of reproductive 
rights campaigns at the advo- 
cacy organization UltraViolet, in 
a statement to AFP. 

“We will be prepared to meet 
the moment, whether that’s ral- 
lying in the streets, petitioning 
state officials - whatever it 
takes.” 

A march in New York was 
slated to begin at noon local time 
in Brooklyn with plans to march 
across the bridge to Manhattan’s 
Foley Square, while thousands 
more people are expected to 
begin demonstrating in Wash- 
ington at 2:00pm and descend 
on the Supreme Court building. 

The leak of the draft opinion 
has ignited fury over the poten- 
tial rollback of abortion rights 
ahead of November’s key mid- 
term elections, when control of 
both congressional chambers 
are at stake.

JERUSALEM: Israel’s police chief 
on Saturday ordered a probe into 
the actions of officers at the 
funeral of journalist Shireen Abu 
Akleh, after they charged the 
procession and beat pallbearers, 
sparking global outrage.

“The Israel Police Commis- 
sioner in coordination with the 
Minister of Public Security has 
instructed that an investigation 
be conducted into the incident,” 
the police said in a statement.

arrangements with the journal- 
ist’s family but “rioters tried to 
sabotage the ceremony and 
harm the police,” it said.

The European Union con- 
demned what it said was “unnec- 
essary force” used by the Israeli 
police. On Saturday the founda- 


tion of late South African Arch- 
bishop Desmond Tutu said 
scenes of Israeli police attacking 
the pallbearers were “chillingly 
reminiscent” of what happened 
during the funerals of anti-apart- 
heid activists. 

In a rare, unanimous state- 
ment, the UN Security Council 
condemned the killing, calling 
for “an immediate, thorough, 
transparent, and impartial inves- 
tigation,” diplomats said.

SEOUL: Leader Kim Jong Un says 
a Covid outbreak is causing 
‘great upheaval’ in North Korea, 
which announced 21 new “fever” 
deaths on Saturday. 

Two days after confirming its 
first cases of Covid-19, the gov- 
ernment said more than half a 
million people had been sick- 
ened nationwide. 

Despite activating its “maxi- 
mum emergency quarantine sys- 
tem’, North Korea is now report- 
ing tens of thousands of new 
cases daily. On Friday, “over 
174,440 persons had fever, at 
least 81,430 were fully recovered 
and 21 died in the country”, the 
official Korean Central News 
Agency (KCNA) reported. 

North Korea confirmed pm 
Thursday that the highly conta- 
gious Omicron variant had been 
detected in the capital Pyong- 
yang, with Kim ordering nation- 
wide lockdowns. 

It was the government's first 





official admission of Covid cases 
and marked the failure of a two- 
year coronavirus blockade main- 
tained at great economic cost 
since the start of the pandemic. 

From late April to May 13, 
more than 524,440 people have 
fallen sick with fever, KCNA said, 
with 27 deaths in total. 

The report did not specify 
whether the new cases and 
deaths had tested positive for 
Covid-19, but experts say the 
country will be struggling to test 
and diagnose on this scale. 

North Korea has said only that 
one of the first six deaths it 
announced Friday had tested 
positive for Covid-19. 

Kim said on Saturday the “cri- 
sis” was causing “great 
upheaval”, as he oversaw a sec- 
ond Politburo meeting in three 
days to discuss the situation. 

“The spread of malignant dis- 
ease comes to be a great 
upheaval in our country since 
the founding of the DPRK,” he 
said, referring to North Korea by 
its official name.

“We will be conducting DNA 
testing on unidentified bodies as 
well as on those that have been 
identified by their family mem- 
bers after seeing bracelets, orna- 
ments and other items on the 
bodies,” Sharma said.

Lakra lived on the top floor of 
the building. We have learnt that 


escaped from the terrace 
through an adjacent building 
soon after the building caught 
fire. Our teams are looking for 
Lakra,” said Biswal. 
Investigators said they are 
probing why other people in the 
building were unable to escape 
through the terrace and if the 
family’s house on the terrace 
was locked from the inside. 
Fire station officer of Kirti 
Nagar, Ashok Kumar Sharma, 
who was leading the firefighting 
operation on Friday night, said 
the building had an elevator but 
its car was on the ground floor 
when they went inside to douse 
the flames.

receive Tests feed, 
exemption for IPL

MUMBAI: Tests involving India 
will be sporting events of 
national importance, the union 
information and broadcasting 
ministry has said in a notifica- 
tion issued during the week. 
Under the Sports Broadcasting 
Signals (mandatory sharing 
with Prasar Bharati) Act 2007, 
once matches are deemed to be 
of national importance, rights 
holders have to share the broad- 
cast signals with Prasar Bharati, 
the public service broadcaster. 

This will be in addition to all 
ODIs and T20Is featuring India, 
the semi-finals and final of the 
ODI World Cup, T20 World Cup, 
Champions Trophy, Asia Cup 
and the World Test Champion- 
ship final, the notification said. 

“We are thankful that the list 
has been clarified and revised. 
With Test matches gaining 
nationwide popularity, their 
inclusion in the list is reflective 
of the same,” Shashi Shekhar 
Vempati, Prasar Bharati CEO, 
said. 

The issue of sports rights 
holders having to share feed— 
they get a proportionate ad rev- 
enue share from Prasar Bhar- 
ati—has been contentious as 
broadcasters believe it dilutes 
exclusivity and return on invest- 
ment. 

It becomes tricky for the 
Indian board (BCCI) too when 
media partners raise the issue 
during rights acquisition. The 
government's reasoning behind 
sports sharing is to make live 
sport more accessible for those 
who cannot afford pay TV. 

Such sport content, which 
includes Olympics, later stages 
of the football World Cup and 
tennis Grand Slams, is aired on 
Doordarshan’s Free Dish ser-

100 %, from 22 million subscrib- 
ers in 2017 to 43 million in 2022, 
according to the ministry. Vem- 
pati says “it would not be cor- 
rect to attribute the growth of 
DD Free Dish to sharing of 
cricket matches” but it is rather 
due to “its unique free-to-air 
model and the public value 
delivered by educational and 
other infotainment channels.” 


IPL untouched 

BCCI officials do not foresee a 
problem as Tests, though highly 
priced—Star pays 260 crore for 
an India Test—are less engaging 
and attract fewer viewers com- 
pared to T20Is and ODIs. 

A BCCI official said they are 
fine as “IPL has been left alone” 
by the government. The Indian 
board expects record returns 
from its coming IPL media 
rights sale in the e-auction for 
which the collective (TV + digi- 
tal) reserve price is pegged at 
232,890 crore, double of what it 
currently gets from Star. 

The IPL feed sharing issue 
had snowballed into a contro- 
versy in 2018 when the govern- 
ment wanted the rights holder 
(Star) to share live feed with 
Prasar Bharati. After winning 
the IPL rights for 216,347 crore, 
Star’s uplinking permit was 
delayed. 

The issue was resolved after 
Star agreed to share one match 
every week, the knockouts and 
the final, deferred by an hour. 
Star said it was doing it as 
‘social responsibility’ and not 
‘legal obligation’. 

Asked if he was in favour of 
select IPL matches being shared 
with the public service broad- 
caster in future, Vempati said: 
“listing of sporting events of 
national importance is the pre- 
rogative of the government.”

Hardik rises

MUMBAI: A few days before 
IPL-15, Hardik Pandya was on 
way to Bengaluru for a fitness 
test at the National Cricket Acad- 
emy. 

Pandya hadn't played compet- 
itive cricket after the 2021 T20 
World Cup where he drew a lot 
of flak following India’s early 
exit. Many fans and experts felt 
that the all-rounder wasn’t fit 
and that had prevented him 
from bowling in the opener 
against Pakistan. In the games 
he did bowl, against Afghanistan 
and New Zealand, Pandya was 
below par. Since a back surgery 
in October 2019, Pandya played 
predominantly as a batter, for 
India as well as for Mumbai Indi- 
ans. In the BCCI central con- 
tracts, he had been demoted 
from Grade A to C. 

So, debutants Gujarat Titans 
surprised many by naming this 
flamboyant player as captain. No 
doubt, he was an ideal T20 
player: a dynamic batter and a 
useful pace bowler. But Pandya 
had no prior experience of cap- 
taincy. The demands on an IPL 
captain are massive: you are 
bouncing from one meeting to 
another, dealing with the own- 
ers’ expectations and meeting 
the franchise’s numerous spon- 
sors’ commitments. 

Pandya has proved detractors 
wrong, and how! On Tuesday, 
Titans won the top-of-the-table 
clash against Lucknow Super 
Giants to become the first team 
to clinch a playoff berth. 





Solid unit 

Pandya has built Titans into a 
formidable unit. And he has 
done it without a star-studded 
roster. After the auction, the dis- 
cussion was mainly about the 
smart buys of Lucknow, Rajast- 
han Royals and Punjab Kings. 
No one was talking up Titans’ 
chances. 

Rashid Khan was the only star 
name in the Titans’ line-up. 
Everyone was puzzled about the 
balance of the franchise. Who 
will open with Shubman Gill? 
Who will be the glue between 
the top-order and the lower-or- 


der? As it turned out, Titans 
have found the perfect fit for 
each spot. 

Aside from occupying the cru- 
cial No. 4 spot and taking more 
responsibility with the bat — he 
has aggregated 344 runs in 11 
games at a strike rate of 131.80 
with three half-centuries — Pan- 
dya has been astute tactically 
too. Of their three defeats in 12 
games, only once were they 
comprehensively beaten, against 
Punjab Kings by eight wickets. In 
T20, you need to win close 
games and Titans’ last-over wins 
this season have included one off 
the last ball (Punjab), with one 
ball left (Chennai), two balls left 
(Lucknow) and by eight runs 
against Kolkata. 

The Titans skipper proved 
himself early in the tournament. 
In their second match, against 
Delhi Capitals, defending a total 
of 171, the way Pandya mar- 
shalled bowling resources 
towards the end was brilliant. At 
the start of the 15th over, Capitals 
were 118/4 with Rishabh Pant set 
on 43 off 28 balls. With Capitals 
needing 54 runs from 36 balls, 
the pressure was on Pandya. His 
move to bring on Lockie Fer- 
guson proved to be the game- 
changer. The fast bowler got 
Pant first ball and the dangerous 
Axar Patel at the end of the over. 

When they needed 30 from 18 
balls, he brought on Mohammed 
Shami who got two wickets in 
two balls, including the danger- 
ous Rovman Powell, who was 
well set on 20 off 12 balls. With 
Delhi needing 27 off 12 balls, 
Pandya bowled and conceded 
just three to help Titans win by 
14runs. 

On IPL captaincy debut, ver- 
sus Lucknow Super Giants, Pan- 
dya made an instant impact 
through Shami. Sensing that his 
pace spearhead was on song on a 
lively Wankhede Stadium track, 
he bowled Shami three overs on 
the trot. Shami grabbed three 
wickets — KL Rahul first ball, 
Quinton de Kock in the second 
over and Manish Pandey in the 
fifth. The early blows helped to 
restrict Lucknow to 158/6, which 
Titans chased with Pandya at 
No. 4 absorbing the early pres- 
sure to build the platform with

an innings of 33 off 28 balls. 


Following Dhoni's mantra 
After being named captain, Pan- 
dya had mentioned how he 
looked up to MS Dhoni for inspi- 
ration. As the tournament pro- 
gressed, he has evolved as 
leader. In the earlier games there 
were occasions when he would 
let frustration show even with 
senior players such as Shami 
and Miller. He appears calmer 
now. 

Another example of Pandya’s 
adept marshalling of resources 





was seen against Kolkata Knight 
Riders on April 23. Batting first, 
Titans were clearly 10-12 runs 
short when they posted 156/9. 
But they fought back to restrict 
KKR to 148/8, one of the lowest 
scores defended in the tourna- 
ment. To keep up the pressure, 
Pandya took a chance by using 
his main bowlers in the middle 
overs. 

By the 18th over of the innings, 
Rashid Khan, Ferguson and 
Shami had finished their quota. 
He took a gamble on the inexpe- 
rienced Yash Dayal and Alzarri

Joseph to bowl the final two. The 
young bowlers lived up to the 
task, defending 29. Dayal con- 
ceded just 11, while Joseph gave 9 
runs in the 20th. 

Another quality which has 
shone through is that he hasn’t 
hesitated to experiment, chal- 
lenge the team. Titans have 
developed a reputation as chase 
masters but when he won the 
toss against Punjab Kings on 
May 3, Pandya opted to bat. The 
plan backfired and Titans were 
routed. Pandya didn’t give up on 
the idea though. Against LSG, in 
Titans’ last game, he again 
experimented with batting first, 
this time defending 144/4. 

After losing their game 
against Mumbai Indians on May 
6, when they failed to close out 
the game from an advantageous 
position, there was a fear of los- 
ing momentum. Against LSG on 
Tuesday, Pandya demanded and 
got ruthlessness from his play- 
ers. “I think all the games that 
we've won, we were always 
under pressure. The last game 
(against Mumbai) was the only 
game that we were ahead and we 
knew with the kind of batters 
that we have we would finish it 
off. But it did not happen,” said 
Pandya. “That was the talk of the 
group. Even in this game 
(against LSG) when they were 
eight down, I said, ‘let’s be ruth- 
less ... If it’s not over, it’s not over. 
So let’s make sure we finish it. If 
they’re down, let’s keep them 
down, get this done and relax 
post-game’.” 

Key to him again being the 
feared T20 player he was known 
to be is fitness. After the World 
Cup, Pandya has trained with 
single-mindedness. He stayed in 
Baroda and worked with a per- 
sonal trainer and brother Kru- 
nal. He had set his own goals and 
till they were reached, Pandya 
didn’t want to be considered for 
India. 

Those close to him say with 
marriage and parenthood he has 
matured, which has helped him 
take the career lows in his stride. 

With the 2022 T20 World Cup 
scheduled in Australia in Octo- 
ber and November, Pandya looks 
good to bounce back from the 
setback of the last edition. 





Liverpool beat Chelsea on 
penalties to clinch FA Cup

LONDON: Liverpool won the FA 
Cup at Wembley on Saturday 
after beating Chelsea 6-5 on 
penalties. The match went into 
penalties after neither side 
managed to break the deadlock 
in 90 minutes of normal time 
and 30 minutes of extra time. 
Liverpool’s eighth FA Cup title 
keeps their quadruple dreams 
alive. Liverpool have already 
won the League Cup, are in the 
race for the Premier League title 
and play Real Madrid in the 
final of the Champions League 
on May 28. 

In the shootout on Saturday, 
Cesar Azpilicueta missed the 
second penalty for Chelsea, hit- 
ting the right post with his 
right-footed shot, but Edouard 
Mendy kept Chelsea in the hunt 
by saving Liverpool's fifth pen- 
alty by Sadio Mane. Mason 
Mount’s missed penalty, 
though, proved costly for Chel- 
sea as Liverpool's Kostas Tsimi- 
kas scored from the spot to give 
his side victory. 

The FA Cup final seemed like 
a repeat of the League Cup final 
in February, which Liverpool 
won on penalties after neither 
side scored in the 120 minutes. 
On that occasion, the first 21 
penalties were all converted 
before Chelsea goalkeeper Kepa 
Arrizabalaga missed his to hand 
Liverpool the title. 

Liverpool had a little more 
possession than Chelsea and 
enjoyed the better chances, but 
they were unable to make the 
most of them. 

Liverpool suffered a blow 
early in the game as star for- 
ward Mohamed Salah went off 
injured in the 33rd minute of 
the game. 

The English Premier League’s 
top scorer went down with no 
other players around him and 
he received treatment on his 
right knee before he was able to 
walk off unaided. 

Salah was replaced by Diogo 
Jota.

Want to leave Bayern,

BERLIN: Robert Lewandowski 
confirmed on Saturday that he 
wants to leave Bayern Munich 
this summer amid reports Bar- 
celona are ready to offer the 
33-year-old star striker a three- 
year contract. 

Lewandowki banged in his 
35th league goal this campaign 
in a 2-2 draw at Wolfsburg on 
the last weekend of the Bundes- 
liga season, then dropped a 
bombshell. 

“It could well be my last 
game for Bayern. I can’t say 100 
percent, but it could be. We 
have to find the best solution 
for the club and me,” he told 
streaming service Viaplay. 

Lewandowski confirmed to 
Sky that he has told Bayern 
sports director Hasan Saliham- 


idzic he will not extend his con- 
tract, which expires in 2023 
and “that when an offer comes, 
we have to think about it”. 

“I have a year left, but we 
have to find the best solution 
for both sides,” the Polish 
striker added. 

The back-to-back winner of 
FIFA’s best male player award 
has won every title available 
since joining Bayern in 2014, 
including eight Bundesliga tro- 
phies for a total of 10 having 
won two with ex-club Dort- 
mund.

NEW DELHI: India are in unchar- 
tered territory. Never before 
have they been in medal rounds, 
leave alone the final, of the 
Thomas Cup, or the World Men’s 
Team Championships. But a 
strong team with unwavering 
belief has achieved incredible 
victories over badminton power- 
houses and former champions 
Malaysia and Denmark in the 
knockouts, which has catapulted 
them to their first final, in the 
32nd edition of the biennial 
event.

“All of 
the experiences that I’ve had 
in the last few years have got 
me to that point,” the 24- 
year-old said. 

Paris also revealed that 
growing up in the public eye 
and belonging to a famous 
family in the entertainment 
world led her to have a 
complicated relationship 
with beauty. “Recently, I’ve 
learned how to cope with it 
all by practising self-love and 
affirmations and diving 
deeper into my spiritual life,” 
she shared, adding, “It wasn’t 
until the last couple of years 
that I've started feeling good 
about myself and my body.”
